EQUITY HURLS DEFI AT SHUBERTS 


Ultimatum To P.M. A. Demands Expulsion 


CLAIMS DISCRIMINATION IS SHOWN 


DECISION THIS WEEK 


FEAR OF “EQUITY SHOP” 


Will Cause Managers To Stick To- 
gether, Is General Belief 


New York, Jan. 16.—From what 
could be learned yesterday anfl to- 
day about the demand of Equity 
that the Shuberts be expelled from 
the Producing Managers’ Associa- 
tion it is unlikely that the mana- 
gers will consent to their expulsion. 
It is understood that conferences 
have been held by the managers 
and the belief is general that they 
can best serve their interests by all 
sticking together. 

Some have expressed their be- 
lief that if the Shuberts were ex- 
pelled Equity would force the 
“Equity Shop” on them and that 
this would prove the entering 
wedge for its application to all 
managers. As all are bitterly op- 
posed to the idea of the “Equity 
Shop” it is said that this will tend 
to hold them all together, irre- 
Spective of the merits of Equity’s 
case. In this event it is not known 
what Equity’s attitude will be and 
Equity officials will not commit 
themselves on this point. 


New York, Jan. 13.—Stirred to ac- 
tion by what it says is a settled pol- 
icy on the part of the Shuberts to 
discriminate against members of its 
organization, the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation delivered an ultimatum this 
afternoon to the Producing Managerg’ 


Association to expel the Shuberts from 
the P, M. A. 


A committee consisting of Frank 
Gillmore, executive secretary of the 
Actors’ Equity Association; Dorothy 
Bryant, executive secretary of the 
Chorus Equity Association; Tom Gam- 
ble, representing the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians; William McKin- 
non, representing the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
Ployees, in person, and Hugh Frayne, 
State organizer of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, by letter, met a com- 
mittee of the Producing Managers’ 
Association composed of Sam H. Har- 


ris, president of the P. M. A.; George 
Nicolai, secretary of the P. M. A., and 
Arthur Hopkins by appointment at 
the P. M. A. headquarters, 231 West 
Forty-fifth street, at 2 p.m. today and 
delivered a letter demanding the ex- 
pulsion of the Shuberts from the P. 
M. A. and a bill of particulars giving 
certain cases which had convinced the 
Equity that the Shuberts were prac- 
ticing discrimination against Equity 
members, not sporadically, but ac- 
cording to a fixed policy. 

At four o’clock this afternoon Frank 
Gillmore called in the reporters from 
all the New York papers and together 
with John Emerson delivered a state- 
ment of Equity’s action and ex- 
plained verbally the reason for it. 

The letter demanding the Shuberts’ 
expulsion from the managers’ asso- 
ciation is as follows: 


January 13, 1921. 
Producing Managers’ Association: 

Gentlemen—With regret we submit 
herewith definite charges of flagrant 
and continued violation of the basic 
agreement between us of September 
6, 1919, by the Messrs. Lee and’ J. J. 
Shubert. These reveal, among other 
abuses, unfair discrimination, failure 
to give contracts, failure to pay ac- 
cording to contract and discharge of 
actors who complain of such failure 
—all fundamental matters. 

The settled policy of the Messrs. 
Shubert clearly evidenced by these 
violations is opposed to that of nine- 
tenths of your members, who live up 
to this agreement and with whom we 
have worked in harmony, and for this 
reason, and also because you are the 
guarantor of performance in good 
faith of each producing member and 
therefore cannot countenance such a 
policy, we request, upon confirmation 
of these charges, that all relations 


between you and the Messrs. Shubert 


be severed.

Another letter accompanied this 
which notified the managers that 
Equity was going to give the matter 
the utmost publicity. This was as 
follows: 
January 13, 1921. 
Producing Managers’ Association: 
Gentlemen—In view of the fact that 
publicity in regard to the matters re- 


ferred to in our communications of 
even date cannot be avoided, and we 
wish it to be made clear that our sole 
complaint at this time is against the 
Messrs. Shubert and none other, we 
are this day giving these communica- 
tions to the press.

The reasons for Equity believing the 
Shuberts were discriminating against 
their members was stated to the P. 
M. A. to be as follows: 

January 13, 1921. 
Producing Managers’ Association: 

Gentlemen—We charge Messrs. Lee 
and J. J. Shubert with intentional and 
continued violation of the basic agree- 
ment between us of September 6, 1919, 
and of the individual contracts made 
thereunder. These violations, in the 
main, comprise unfair discrimination, 
failure to give contracts, failure tg 
pay according to contract, and dis- 
missal of actors who complain of such 
failure. 

It seems almost unnecessary to 
formally state facts supporting the 
charges just made, which are common 
knowledge in the theatrical profession 
and we therefore call your attention 
at this time only to open, notorious 
and easily ascertained facts affecting 
whole companies. 

We wish you to know, however, 
that we have at hand a large volume 
of evidence, thru complaint and affi- 
davit, covering individual grievances, 
instances of which are cited. 

As you know, for some time after 
the making of the basic agreement, 
matters similar to those which we 
now refer to were made the basis of 
individual complaint and adjustment. 
We continued to do this until we be- 
came aware that these matters were 
not occasional and sporadic, but were 
part of what is clearly a settled Shu- 
bert policy. Then partly because on 
making complaints our members were 
immediately discharged, and partly to 
wait until that policy was openly and 
definitely defined by the Messrs. Shu- 
bert and evidence of an overwhelm- 
ing nature to this effect had been ob- 
tained, we have held these complaints 
in abeyance. A 

The keynote of the basic agreement 
is that each of our members shall re- 
ceive an Equity contract, that the 
conditions of this contract shall be ob- 
served and that none of our members 
will be discriminated against. 

Our investigation shows that in vi- 
olation of these basic requirements, 


in the following productions controlled 
by the Messrs. Shubert, the following 
facts appear: 

In the “Maytime,” “Passing Show 
of 1918” and “Cinderella on Broad- 
way” companies, if contracts are 
given at all, members are required to 
sign either independent contracts, 
which call for at least nine performe- 
ances (with Sunday performance in 
addition) without extra compensation, 
or standard contracts with a rider re- 
quiring the actor to give nine per- 
formances and Sunday performance, 
if any, without extra compensation, 

In the case of “The Passing Show 
of 1919” the same conditions obtain, 
and in addition members are required 
to agree to give unlimited rehearsal; 
without extra compensation. 

In the “Sinbad’”’ Company the stand- 
ard form of contract is used, but mem- 
bers are required in consideration oi 
an additional payment of $5 to give 
all extra performances free. 


In this company members were ad- 
vised on being employed that the sal- 
ary was $40 weekly (this being the 
average wage at that time), but on 
signing the members were allowed 
only $35 weekly unless they would 
agree to the rider above mentioned. 

In every case we have investigated 
we find that the standard contract 
was refused unless member agreed to 
sign the rider. 


In the “Floradora’”’ Company initial- 
ly members engaged to go on the 
road were refused contracts and pay- 
ment has not been offered for extra 
performances, and in case where it 
has been asked for the demanding 
member has received his or her no- 
tice. In this company we are advised 
that chorus members were promised 
$40 weekly on the road and not re- 
ceiving it made objection, and there- 
after the Messrs. Shubert agreed to 
make this payment as promised, but 
subject to the requirement that no 
claim would be made for extra per- 
formances, and a company sheet to 
that effect was required to be signed 
by such chorus members. 

In “The Passing Show of 1921” 
various chorus members were re- 
Tequired to rehearse more than four 
weeks without compensation for ex- 
tra rehearsals and have received no 
written contract. 


In “The Gaieties of 1919’ members 
engaged after the making of the basic 
agreement were with few exceptions 
refused any contract and were not 
paid for extra performances and in 
the case of male members of the chor- 
us they were not paid the minimum 
salary of $30 weekly, burt only $25. 

In the last year’s ‘1918 
Show” we are advised that generall 
ten performances a week were played 
and that chorus members who were 
engaged after the making of the basic 
agreement were not paid for extra

ACTION ON “EQUITY SHOP” 


Resolution Was “Railroaded” Thru, It Is Charged 
—Committee Was Prejudiced and Used Steam 
Roller Tactics, According to Statement 
of the A. E. A. 


New York, Jan, 15.—That a resolution op- 
posing the ‘“‘Equity Shop” was railroaded thru 
at a meeting of the Dramatists’ Guild, of the 
Authors’ League, held yesterday afternoon (Fri- 
day), is the substance of a statement issued 
today by the Actors’ Equity Association. The 
etatement sets forth that the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the issue used steam-roller 
tactics in bringing about its adoption. The 
committee included Owen Davis, Gene Buck 
and Edward Childs Carpenter. The resolution 
Was adopted by a majority vote of nine, There 
Were thirty-one members present, representing 
but a small part of the Guild’s membership, 
which is said to include more than a hundred 
playwrights. 

It is charged that the committee was abso- 
lutely prejudiced, in so far as the “Equity 
Shop’’ was concerned, and that it was incompe- 
tent of rendering a fair report of the issue. 
Frank Gillmore told the dramatists that the 
“Equity Shop’? was a measure forced on the A. 
©. A. in self-defense. John Emerson also made 
a strenuous effort to oppose the steam-roller 
tactics of the committee. When the resolution 
was put to vote Zoe Aikins, Philip Moeller, 
Frank Bacon, Alice Duer Miller, Jessie Lynch 
Shipman, Edward Locke, Louis Evans Shipman, 
John Emerson and Anita Loos were among the 
defenders of the “‘Equity Shop,”’ while Cosmo 
Hamilton, Eugene Buck, Porter Emerson 
Browne, Owen Davis, Otto Harback and Roi 
Cooper Megrue were the leaders in opposing the 
meaeure, 

The statement issued by the A. E. A, today 
follows: 

“The Council of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion desires to pay its respects to those ten 
members of the Dramatists’ Guild who voted 
against the resolution which was passed by a 
majority of nine at its meeting yesterday. 
The Actors’ Equity feels that the action of 
this majority of the Dramatists’ Guild was a 
very unfriendiy act to a sister organization. 
We know that the committee which actually 
presented the report on the ‘Equity Shop.’ con- 
sisting, as it did, of Owen Davis, Gene Buck 
and Edward Childs Carpenter, and not Augustus 
Thomas, as has been advertised, inasmuch as 
that gentleman was sick and never attended the 
conference, was absolutely prejudiced and had 
publicly expressed, previous to the formation 
of said committee, pronounced and antagonistic

BASEBALL CASE AROUSES 


INTEREST IN VAUDE WORLD 


United States Supreme Court to Decide Whether 


Baseball Is Sport or “Trade and Commerce” 
—May Have Bearing on V. M. P. A. 
Decision 


New York, Jan. 17.—Considerable interest is 
being evidenced in vaudeville circles all over 
the country in the litigation now pending in 
the United States Supreme Court at Washington, 
which has been brought in an effort to determine 
whether or not profevsional basepall is ‘‘trade 
or commerce,”’ in a legal sense, or “‘sport’’ and 
immune from anti-trust laws. Should the high 
tribunal decree baseball ‘“‘trade or commerce’’ 
it will, in all probability, pave the way for the 
setting aside of the decision handed down in the 
case of the Federal Trade Commission against 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion. 

The Supreme Court has been called upon to 
solve the baseball problem under a writ of 
error granted recently in the District Court of 
Appeals in a controversy involving a $900,000 
damage suit brought by the Baltimore Club 
against the American and National leagues, 
Testing on charges of alleged monopoly of the 
big leaguers. It was brought in the District 
Court of Washington under the anti-trust laws, 
and the court classified bageball as ‘‘trade or 
commerce,"’ a jury granting a verdict of $264,- 
000. The Appellate Court, on the other hand, 
viewed baseball as “‘sport’’ and set aside the 
verdict. 

Harry Mountford, executive secretary of the 
American Artistes’ Federation, when interviewed 
at his offices at 1440 Broadway, said that he 
Was guite aware of the action of the Baltimore 
Club and that he was glad that such a case was 
to be taken to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, 

He pointed out that the distinction in the 
Dbageball case had been made just as the incor- 
Tect and illegal distinction bad been drawn by 
the Department of Justice in the case of the 
White Rats against the United Booking Offices 
and Variety. 

“We have never claimed,”’ he said, *‘‘that 
operating a theater was interstate commerce, 
but we claim that the operation of the United 
Booking Offices is interstate commerce. This 
decision in the baseball case was that playing 
baseball was not interstate commerce. The 
Baltimore Club never claimed that it was. It 
was the operation of the National and American 
leagues that was claimed as interstate com- 
merce.” 

In spite of the hurried decision of the present

clearly prove that the United Booking Offices’ 
Dusiness was interstate commerce when the 
actors’ case got to the Supreme Court, 

“What do you mean ‘when the actors’ case 
gets to the Supreme Court’?’’ he was asked, 

“Exactly what I said,’’ Mr. Mountford re- 
Plied. 

“In any case,» he went on, “after March 
there will be a new set of officials in the De- 
partment of Justice. 

“If the Supreme Court can set aside the 
Clayton Act, as they did in the recent Duplex 
Printing Press litigation, and can make vo wide 
an interpretation of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
2s the majority openly did in that case, then 
there is no legal, moral or ethical reason why

Two dancing acts, Beth Beri, a young lady who hails from the West, and 
Adelaide and Hughes, were outstanding hits of this afternoon’s bill. Robert 
Emmet Keane, slated for a feature, failed to put in an appearance, Anna 
Chandler filling the breach. Altho the show started at the scheduled time it 
Was well after five when the final curtain was rung down. 

Madame Adelaide Hermann, widow of famous “Hermann the Great,” 
opened the show. We fail to agree with her billing, that of “A New Series of 
Mystery Problems.” Nevertheless, her routine of tricks was none the less 
interesting. She was handicapped thruout by a half empty house, and the 
continuous filing in of latecomers helped jn no small measure to detract from 
the attention that should have been hers. 

James Burk and Eleanor Durkin found going in second spot hard. But 
it wasn't their fault, for both appeared to be capable performers. The trouble 
was just this: The chicken used in an illusion in Madame Hermann’s act took 
it into its head to fly into the pit, and then some kind soul put the cackling 
hen back on the stage just in time for it to become an unrehearsed member 
of the Burk and Durkin turn. Try as he would Burk couldn’t get his mind 
off that chicken, and try as he would he couldn’t get said chick off stage. 
So there you are. Every time he'd try to put a number or gag over it was 
tres chic. This kept up for twenty minutes or so. 

Beth Beri, who comes from California and is new to the Palace, was next 
seen in a most diverting dancing skit, assisted by Jay Velie and George Clifford. 
Miss Beri is a charming young lady, who dances with all the grace and ease 
of a finished artiste. Jay Velie is a versatile young man, who dances, sings 
and plays the piano exceHently, whtle George Clifford, who, by the way, is new 
to vaudeville, is no mean stepper. During an Oriental number Miss Beri slipped 
and fell into the “foots,” with the result that several bulbs exploded, shower- 
ing her with tiny particles of glass. She was forced to retire for several mo- 
ments, but soon returned and finished out the remainder of the act, despite 
the fact that she was obviously suffering from the injury. All the world ad- 
mires a game sport, and she is that and then some. Seventeen minutes and a 
solid hit. 

Anna Chandler scored quite a hit with her well rendered song cycle and 
clever comedy material. Twelve minutes. 

Homer Mason and Marguerite Keller followed in a comedy sketch, entitled 
“Oh,” by Porter Emerson Browne, scoring a good-sized hand. Altho slapstick 
and hokum are in evidence, this act is none the less diverting. It is admirably 
written, every line being a laugh and every laugh a hearty one. Both Mason 
and Miss Keller are clever performers and are capably supported by Walter 
S. Howe in the role of a long-haired, bewhiskered maker of bombs. Mason 
plays the part of a gentleman crook and Miss Keller is a would-be nurse. The 
plot, what there is of it, centers about a string of pearls, which has a mysteri- 
ous way of disappearing time and time again during the twenty odd minutes 
the act is on. 

Following the intermission and “Topics of Day” Lina Abarbanell was 
seen in “The Bride,” with book and lyrics by William Hull Hubert and music 
by Milton Scharzwald. Holbrook Blinn, star of “The Bad Man,” is the pro- 
ducer. Blinn may be a good actor, but as a producer he is found wanting. 
This act has for its locale a bride’s boudoir somewhere in France, and for 
this reason is supposed to be naughty. The plot has all to do with a bride 
of two months who invites several of her former lovers to keep her company 
during the time her husband is away on a business trip. But friend husband 
returns and finds them all in his wife’s boudoir. Old stuff, except for a 
rather original twist at the end, which saves it from being a flop. Miss Abar- 
banell is fair in the role of the wife. She is supported by James Moore, Rich- 
ard Farrell, John Merkyl, Edwin Favor and John Smith. The music is fairly 
tuneful, but not overly original.

First—It would place in the hands of the 
Actors’ Equity Association Council absolute con- 
trol of the American theater, in that it would 
bring about a condition under which it would 
be impossible for any actor in America to prac- 
tice his profession unless he joins the Actors’ 
Equity Avsociation and brings himself to abide 
by any and all rulings of the Equity Council,

Second—It would bar from the theater many 
actors of great prominence who might not care 
to subscribe to the by-laws of the Actors’ 
Equity Association. 

Third—It would place the dramatic author 
entirely in the hands of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation Council, inasmuch as any play of his 
which might not meet with their approval 
could not possibly be performed. 

Fourth—It would nullify the recently won 
right of the dramatist to select his own cast, 
since he woukl be obliged to cast his play en- 
tirely from members of the Actors’ Equity As- 
gociation, and, more than that, he would face 
the possible dictation of the Equity Council in 
the actual casting of hie play. 

Fifth—It would do away at once with any 
arbitration in the theater, for the reason that 
any policy of the Actors’ Equity Association 
Council could not possibly be opposed. 

Sixth—It could not help but restrict the 
work of the playwright, already extremely diffi- 
cult, in so much as he would always be conscious 
of the fact that his proposed play might possibly 
not express the exact views of the Actors’ 
Equity Association Council. 

Seventh—The theater, which has always de- 
pended upon outside investors, would soon feel 


their lack of confidence to continue their eup- 
port, as it woulfl be extremely improbable tnat 
any outside capital would care to make invest- 
ments knowing that at any time any theater 
whatever might be closed at the will of one 
small body of dictators. As a result fewer 
productions would be made, thereby c iling 
the author’s possibilities of placing his plays, 
as well as the actor's possibilities of securing 
employment. 

Eighth—Of the very large membership of the 
Actors’ Association the great majority, who 
never appear in metropolitan theaters, would by 
the proposed step gain an authority noncom- 
mensurate with their true value to the theater. 

Ninth—In the light of the aforementioned 
facts it must seem self-evident that the pro- 
posed inauguration of the “‘Equity Shop’* would 
menace the interests not only of the dramatist, 
but of the actors themselves, as well as mana- 
gers, and last, but not least, the rights and 
interests of the great theatergoing public, 


Now, therefore, be it resolved, that, altho as 
in the past, we shall in the future always re- 
spect the interests and the rights of actors, 
and, altho we have a high regard for the past 
accomplishments of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, we, The Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ 
League of America, can not do otherwise than 
earnestly protest against the proposed estab- 
lishment of the ‘‘Equity Shop.’’ 

And be it further resolved, that, whereas the 
interests and the rights and the powerfof the 
dramatist in the American theater are fully 
equal to those of either the actor or the mana- 
ger, we propose to exercise that powemto the 
effect that our rights and interests shall no 
longer be disregarded. 

This resolution of the Dramatists’ Guild pro- 
testing against the proposed establishment of 
the “Equity Shop’ by the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation is endorsed by the Authors’ League of 
America, Inc.

Writes Interesting Letter of His Jour- 
ney to the Orient 


Myles McCarthy is now touring the Orient, 
and from Honolulu he writes, under date of 
December 18, a most interesting letter. As it 
will no doubt be of interest to many readers 
it is given in full herewith: 

Honolulu, T. H., Dec. 18, 1920. 

We have covered the first leg of our journey 
to the Orient. Honolulu (sometimes called the 
“Paradise of the Pacific’’) is considered a 
paradise by the shopkeepers. and a heavenly 
glow o’ercasts their features as each boatload 
of tourists step shore. There is a reason— 
tourists are the natural prey of every store- 
Keeper, native and hotel proprietor on the 
islands. Junk, made in Connecticut and Down 
East generally, is exhibited here as native 
product. From the bunch of mixed breeds st 
the docks (who sell you the leis at so much 
per laze) to the bandit who soaks you one 
Goliar for a block and a half trip in an auto 
your visit Is one happy dream of dodging sellers 
of SOMETHING. 

I looked for that “genial, home-encircling- 
arms - outstretched - please-come-and-eat-at-m,-ta- 
ble’ welcome so widely advertised and never 
experienced. True, there are desultry phone 
calls, asking If you feel all right after your 
voyage from the States, but there is a sense 
of wishing the phone call would be a short one 
on the part of the caller. Like the maxim of 
the Japs, as expressed in “A Daughter of the 
Gods,” “Nothing for nothing is given here.” 

Yes, there were brown native boys (aboot 
eix of them) at the landing, waiting to dive 
for coins thrown over by the passengers who 
were out for romance; woe betide these pas 
eengers, they found everybody here diving for 
money. 

Bat from the viewpoint of one who comes 
here to get the money, nothing doing, unless 
he happens to be a theatrical person and has 
eomething to show. Here is where Honolulu 
really shines. A good show will get action 
A week is about all a company is good for, then 
to Hilo, where one can see the vgicano, Mani. 
Where one can look at sugar growing in canoe 
form; thence back for another short stay st 
Hlonoluju—but, after that, decamp, or the price 
wil eat you alive. 

Sketch artists, or those having short playlete, 
will find everything ready made for them. The 
Several theaters at the forts will play anything 
of value. Two-people skits can get from $530 
to $100 a night, and then go over the ground 
again with another sketch if the first one hap- 
pens to suit. Singers are in demand. Novelty 
acts can make expenses. About $450 a week 
should be the returns for acts that can do more 
than one turn. Three weeks on this basis wil! 
clean up all the forts and barracks.

The following are sample instances: 

(a) Miss » who bad been in the 
employ of the Messrs. Shubert, applied for re- 
engagement. She was asked if she was an 
‘Equity member. Upon answer ‘“‘yes’’ her name 
was taken. She was not sent for, the othe:s 
applying at the same time who said they were 
not members were engaged. 

(b>) Miss ———————., who had been in the 
employ of the Messrs, Shubert, applied for re- 
engagement. She was told to report for re- 
hearsal. On reporting sbe was asked if 
was an Equity member. When answering that 
ehe was she was told that she would be notified. 
She was pot sent for, altho otber applicanis 
who said they were not members were sent 
for and employed. 

(c) Miss + applying for an en- 
gagcement, was asked if she was Equity. Upon 
replying “‘yes" she was told that work woul 
not be given Equity girls. 

Instances of the above kind are common, 

Equity members demanding an Equity con- 
tract upon making this demand were refused 
employment. . 

There have been numerous cases where ap- 
plicants requesting Equity CONTRACTS received 
the same treatment. as those who, as above, 
eatated that they were Equity members. 

Complaints of this kind have been numerous.

Equity members making complaint regarding 
breaches of their contract of emplorment or 
requesting compensation for extra performances 
as called for by the contract were first asked

Members who, in 1919, insisted upon the pro- 
visions of their contract being lived up to were 
not re-engaged by the Shubert management in 
apy company in 1920. e 

Miss ——_—————- worked ‘with a company of 
the Messrs, Shubert, which insisted on its 
rights and were awarded them by arbitration. 
She applied for an engagement. Upon her 
stating that she had been in the above company 
she was told she had awful nerve to ask for 
work and was refused employment. 

In farther violation of the basic agreement 
the Messrs, Shubert have instructed various of 
their company managers to require members to 
deny their membership, and if they refused to 
do so and insisted on Equity contracts, to give 
them their notice and replace them as soon as 
possible. This is evidenced by the fact that 
repeatedly members requesting pay from the 
company manager have been told by him in sub- 
etance that if he, the member, insisted it would 
cost him his job, as he, the manager, had writ- 
ten orders from the office to get rid of actors 
insisting on Equity requisements. 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary to point out that 
these conditions affect not only our associations 
and their membership, but the members of your 
association who are living up to the basic agree- 
ment as well. By these methods the Messrs. 
Shubert get the same work for less money and 
put out a competitive show more cheaply than 
can members who live up to the agreement.

Following the delivery of these documents 
Sam H. Harris stated that a special meeting 
of the P. M. A, would be called for tomorrow 
(Friday) when the Shuberts and Equity would 
be heard. Mr. Harris stated that if the Equity 
could prove its case that he would be in favor 
of expelling the Shuberts from the P.M. A. 

WHAT LEE SHUBERT HAD TO SAY : 

In his office, atop the Shubert Theater Build- 
ing, in West Forty-fourth street, Lee Shubert 
told a Pillboard reporter that Equity’s charges 
wera both “silly and trivial.’ Nevertheless, 
the “brains of the Shubert interests’ seemed 
considerably perturbed. He snapped his words 
out with the nervousness of a man who had 
quickly prepared a defense, but who was not 
quite sure of himself. 

‘“‘Why didn’t the Equity,’ he said, “submit 
these charges to us and have them adjusted by 
erbitration, instead of calling in representatives 
of tbe press, and making them public? These 
complaints were never brought to my attention 
hefore, Company managers have discharged 
chorus girls without my knowledge. for a pro- 
cucer can’t keep track of every player out in 
Seattle, 

“We never have discriminated against Equity 
members because they belonged to that body, 
tho they may have thought so. Chorus girls 
may have got drunk or stayed out late at night 
and not appeared at rehearsal next day—both 
reasons why they could be legitimately dis- 
charged. But in each case they seem to have 
imagined they were discharged because they 
were members of Equity. We employ more 
thar a thousand actors, yet they must pick 
out six dinky little cases of chorus girls, and 
on that basis charge we arte avoiding our con- 
tracte. 

“We always paid Equity girls extra for addi- 
tional performances, as provided in the stand- 
ard contract. Non-members signed a rider, of 
which I learned today, br which they were 
given a flat rate of $5 extra for such perform- 
unees, because company managers couldn't be 
bothered to figure out how much extra was 
actually coming to them at the one-eighth rate. 
In this way they made more that if they were 
paid pro rata, for Sunday performances don't 


J. MARCUS KEYES SCORES 


Thru His Skilled Handling of Affairs of “Scan- 
dals” Company for Equity 


Chicago, Jan. 17.—J. Marcus Keyes, manager 
of the Chicago office of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation, has scored several ways in the past 
two weeks in his skilled handling of the affairs 
of ene of the George White ‘“‘Scandals’’ com- 
panies, under the management of the Sampter- 
Winslow Corporation. Mr, Keyes was notified 
January 1 that the company was nearing the 
shoals and that its management was behind in 
salaries. Acting under the orders of the Equity 
headquarters in New York, Mr. Keyes joined the 
ny at Keokuk, In., and, after investigating 
conditions and consulting with Manager Kaliski 
and the people employed, took charge of the or- 
ganization, 

The company members chose to go on the com- 
monwealth plan, and good fortune seemed to 
manifest itself at once, One-night stands were 
mode and the patronage quickly paid all back 
salaries and ruonuing expenses. When the Cham-

Keyes and Mr. Kaliski, which, it is said, left 


Mr. Keyes no alternative save to close the show, 
which was done. The people, thirty-five in num- 
all’ had sufficient money to pay their own 
woy back to York. The Billboard was in- 
formed in the Equity office ia Chicago that Mr. 
Kaliski preceded Mr. Keyes to Chicago after 
the show closed, and notified railroad officials 
that in case of any ticket refund the money 
should be paid to him as manager of the com-

pany. This is said to have occurred after the 
actors had bought tickets with their own 
money. When Mr. Keyes arrived in Chicago 
and learned the circumstances, he got busy again 
and adjusted the matter so that the refunds 
were paid to the parties buring the tickets. 

The whole handling of the matter is deemed 
to have been a big plume in Equity’s cap by 
Chicago actors. Had the Equity Association 
found it necessary to pay the way of the com- 
pany back to New York, it would have been 
very expensive. Actors here also pay a high 
tribute to Mr. Keyes’ sound management and 
unfailing diplomacy in his handling of a difficult 
case,

“I haven't the time to bother with complaints 
of $30-a-week chorus girls; all my time is taken 
ap with big contracts, so you see if any mis- 
takes have been made inadvertently by a com- 
pany manager, it would not likely come to my 
personal attention. But if such mistakes have 
been made | am willing to have them corrected.’’ 

Mr. Shubert ther turned to several other 
reporters who were present during the interviw 
and said; ‘‘Don’t quete me; put it up to some 
man ‘high in the profession’ and say the ul- 
terior motive behind the Equity’s demand that 
the Sbuberts be expelled from the P. M. A. is 
that Equity wants the closed shop.”’ 

“If the charges against me,” he concluded. 
‘“‘are sustained, aad we are expelled from the 
P. M. A., Eguity will have broken its five- 
year contract with 75 per cent of the theaters 
and can then demand a closed shop. That means 
Equity can then enforce the employment of 
none but Equity members in a majority of the 
theaters. This would be a great victory for 
Equity.”’ 


P. M, A. HEARS CHARGES 


New York, Jan. 14.—Behind closed doors of- 
ficials of the Producing Managers’ Association 
today heard the charges brought by the Actors’ 
Equity Association against the Sbuberts, Jake 
and Lee. The meeting, which was in the na- 
ture of a preliminary session, was called late 
in the afternoon, st the new headquarters of the 
Managerial organization in West 45th street. 
John Emerson, Frank Gilimore, Paul N. Turner 
and Dorothy Bryant represented the Equity. 
Every manager of importance, or a representa- 
tive of his office, was present. The Shuberts 
were also present to put in their defense, 

After a session that covered the better part 


of two hours, Arthur Hopkins, chairman of 
the managers’ board of arbitration, and Frank 
Gillmore issued the following joint atement: 


“It was agreed by the Messrs. Shubert to 
give a categorical answer to the charges brought 
against them and present the same at another 
meeting to be held some time next week, prob- 
ably Thursday, and that in the meantime a 
committee of the Actors’ Equity Association 
would meet with the Messrs. Shubert to go into 
the matter in detail.’ 

The Equity will be represented by John Em- 
erson, Frank Gillmore, Dorothy Bryant, Paul 
Dulizell and Paul N. Turner. 

While the exact details of what transpired be- 
hind the closed doors are not known, it is un- 
derstood that Paul Turner and Frank Gilimore, 
among other things, flatly charged that the 
Shuberts were insidiously trying to wean mem- 
bers away from their organization by a process 
of subtle discrimination. 

Lee Shubert told newspapermen: 

“I am discriminated against more by Equity 
than I discriminate ageinst it. Anyone who 
does an injury to the Shuberts does service to 
the cause, in the opinion of Equity members. 
We are called a menace to the theater because 
we build many theaters, produce many plays and 
give actors money.” 


DBRLANGER INTERESTS REPORTED AGAINST 
THD SHUBERTS 

New York, Jan. 15.—While Equity seeks the 
expulsion of the Shuberts from the Producing 
Managers’ Association certain influential i 
terests allied with A. L. Erlanger are at wo 
within the managerial organization in an ef- 
fort to oust the brothers, Lee and Jake, it was 
authoritatively stated by a well-known mana- 
ger. 

The internal controversy is said to be the 
outgrowth of a series of charges and counter 
charges brought in the P. M. A. by Ziegfeld 
against the Shuberts and in turn by the Shu- 
berts against Ziegfeld. 

These charges, it is undgrstood, resulted 
from the Rath Broticrs’ ease, which was de- 
cided in favor of the Shuberts earlier in the 
season, following a long drawn legal battle 
with Ziegfeld. This case is now on appeal in 
— States Court of Appeais in New 

ork. 


JOHN EMERSON SPEAKS 


New York, Jan. 17.—In the course of his 
Speech at the dinner given to Equity by the So- 
ciety of Arts and Sciences last night, John 
Emerson took occasion to refer to the discrimi- 
matory tactics charged against the Shuberts by 
Equity in the folowing words: 

“After the strike, in which the Equity Asso- 
ciation won for the actor a greater measure of 
just treatment than he had ever known before, 
it became the fixed policy of the managers to 
give the actors who were not members of the 
association exactly the same conditions and 
terms of work as they were obliged to give to 
members, The obvious purpose of this move 
was, of course, to wean the actors away from 
the association and thus to undermine its 
strength and power. In addition to this many 


mangers, notably the Shuberts, began a subtle 
and clever system of discrimination against 
Equity actors, which was absolutely contrary 


to the treaty of peace signed by the managers 
and actors at the close of the strike, when it 
was solemnly agreed that there should be no 
discrimination against any actor because of his 
membership in the association or his insistence 
upon his rights under the conditions which ended 
the strike. 

“In most cases this system of discrimination 


has been worked so craftily that it has been 
impossible to establish the discriraination legally. 
Not so, thank God, with the Shuberts. We gave 
them a nice long rope and they hanged them- 
selves. When Mr. Shubert talks about our 


charges as affecting six dinky chorus girls, his 
language is quite characteristic. but woefully 
lacking im frankness. Mr. Shubert knows per- 
fectly well that the Faquity Association is not 
so weak-minded as to bring such serious charges

Among Tent Show Managers 


Say A. E. A. Delegates Who 
Offer Suggestions To Elevate 
Show Business in 


South 


After visiting a number of tent dramatic shows 
in the South, interviewing managers, perform- 
ers, etc., and viewing many performances, W. 
Frank and Ruth Delmaine, traveling representa- 
tives of the A, E. A., find that opinions differ 
as to what style and caliber of show the general 
public wants. They offer the following: 

“Manager No.1 says: ‘Give it to them quick and 
send them home before they have time to realize 
that they did not get their money's worth.’ This 
«lass of manager has a small, inferior show and 
plays to generally poor business, 

“Manager No. 2 says: ‘Give *em plenty of 
flash, a good band on the street, a jazz orchestra 
and lots of jazzing music during the show and 
they will be satisfied.’ This manager is a 
musician and is not capable of putting on a 
creditable stage performance, and, in preference 
to getting a capable director for his plays, he 
neglects the stage performance for the sake of 
jazz. Consequently he, too, has to be on the 
lookout for new territory every season. Music, 
even jazz music, is a big factor with a show, but 
it should not constitute the whole performance, 

“Manager No. 3 says: ‘Heavy on the paper, 
make ’em think you've got the big thing. Get 
‘em in on Monday night—give ‘em plenty of 
hokum. Tell them about the feature play on 
Friday night, using some title which has set 
Broadway wild; announce an extra large cast, 
ete. On Friday night raise the admission and 
reserved seat price, give an after show or con- 
cert at 25 cents additional charge, peddle pea- 
nuts at five for a dime, and, when the country 
boy gets back home after having taken his girl 
to the show, he counts his bank roll, figures up 
what the trip cost him, and exclaims: ‘‘Wow!"’’” 
This same manager announces a ‘special scenic 
production of Jesse James for Saturday night 
and assures himself of a good house. The re- 
eult is that he is sure of three profitable nights 
on the week, and he makes a paltry few dollars 
over expenses, but leaves a reputation of having 
a grafting show. However, this man calls him- 
self a wise manager. 

“Manager No. 4, who has played the same terri- 
tory for a number of years, has always given his 
patrons a good, clean and up-to-date show; has 
Spared neither time nor money in establishing 


himself and winning the confidence of his 
patrons, comes along for his annual visit. He 
finds that the license has been raised, the lot 
man wants twice as much money and three 


times aS many passes as in former years. The 
drayman wants his money in advance, the elec- 
tric light company wants a deposit to cover the 
bill for the week, their rates and 
boarding houses refuse to take in performers, 
half the paper has been torn down and the 
towners cast suspicious glances right and left 
at all people who are connected with the show. 
It takes until about Thursday night to convince 
the public that the show is 0. K. and worthy 
of their patronage. Then they apologize and tell 
this manager how their confidence has bee. be- 
trayed, etc. The real manager and his people 
are the ones who suffer, 

“We wonder if managers Nos, 1, 2 and 3 
have ever taken the time to sit down and figure

THAT one is fairly old, isn’t it? 
There is no excuse in the world for 
dragging it onto this page, is there? 
Is that comment on the theater? I 
should say it is. No less than four 
times within the past fortnight have 
I heard “Never darken my door again” 
spoken by outraged parents. The 
latest occasion was while suffering 
thru “Pagans.” It ought to be-stopped. 
I write the original version so that 
budding playwrights may be warned 
in time. From now on “Never darken 
my door again” is in the same class 
with “My unborn child” with me. 


THE Methodists are out with a 
screech about the caricatures put on 
the stage and labeled clergymen. They 
declare that hereafter non-Conform- 
ist parsons must have equal rights 
with Catholic priests, Jewish rabbis 
and Christian Science healers in the 
drama. I haven’t much sympathy for 
the Methodists in view of their atti- 
tude toward the playhouse, which got 
its deadliest stab at the hands of 
Luther & Co., Inc., during the Ref- 
ormation. But I talked to the sen- 
timental cynic about it last Sunday 
night. “Their attitude is much the 
same as that of the Puritans who ob- 
jected to bear baiting, not because it 
gave the bear pain, but because it 
gave the spectators pleasure,” said he, 
taking off his coat and climbing into 
the pulpit. “However, the issue is 
between the Actors’ Equity and the 
Methodist House of Bishops. Let them 
fight it out!” 


“IN all fairness, however,” he went 
on, “it is time someone said a word 
about the gross burlesques which are 
staged in the garb of clergymen. Not 
all clergymen are gentlemen any more 
than all saints were—or are. Holy 
Orders gives a man additional powers 
—it does not alter his breeding or his 
manners or change his physical make- 
up or make him clean his finger nails. 
Elevation to the ministry does not 
necessarily make the recipient of the 
honor a shining light of beauty, 
intellect, wit or wisdom. Neither by 
the same token does it make him a 
fool, a victim of St. Vitus dance or 
make him talk as if he had a bad case 
of adenoids. He may be a plain, kind- 
ly, natural human being the same asa 
broker or a merchant or a 100 per cent 
American. He should have the same 
chance for fair representation ag any 
other tyne. A spissitudinous imbecile 
is not THE type of clergyman despite 
the writing of playmakers or tre

mental narrowness of stage directors. 
Look at the parson in ‘The Champion.’ 
In a play which has not the semblance 
of truth to life, and in which all the 
characters have ‘neither the accent of 
Christians nor the gait of Christian, 
pagan nor man,’ it is conspicuous for 
its sheer brutality of execution. It 
is not only an insult to Meth- 
odists, but to everyone else who be- 
lieves in truth, scientific accuracy 
and fair play. The man who plays 
the part acts as he has been ordered 
to do. I don’t blame him for the re- 
sult. But the director should have 
his ears boxed for making the char- 
acter an ecclesiastical moron with 
symptoms of chorea, a coward, a lick- 
‘spittle and a sneaker of clandestine 
drinks. Granted that they do not 
come into the Court of Public Opinion 
with clean hands, the Methodists have 
a legitimate and reasonable com- 
plaint.” 

“But neither Catholic priests nor 
Jewish rabbis have always escaped,” 
he pounded on. “These writers who 
have no religion themselves, but want 
to be free to deprive other people of 
theirs, make me tired. They are al- 
together too ready to hold up to ridi- 
cule representatives of religious Jife. 
‘Marie Odile,’ which Belasco produced, 
is an example. I do not know any- 
thing about Belasco’s religious con- 
victions, tho I believe he confesses in 
his biography to a still-born call to 
the monastic cowl and cord in his 
boyhood. His interest in ‘Marie 
Odile’ was purely commercial. My 
objection to it is that it was not be- 
cause it was a bad play, a perversion 
of an exquisitely beautiful legend, but 
because it was rotten psychology. No 
woman is instantly seduced. Seduc- 
tion follows the law of retrogression 
just as holiness follows the law of 
progression. A common woman would 
not succumb to temptation so easily as 
did that girl who had lived all her 
life in an atmosphere of purity and 
fortified by the constant flow of sanc- 
tifying grace. Mayhap the writer of 
‘Marie Odile’ does not admit the ex- 
istence of such a grace, but the writ- 
ten and spoken experiences of millions 
of people of all creeds declare other- 
wise.”’ 

“WHAT has religion to’do with the 
theater anyway?” I managed to inter- 
ject. 

‘Mote than you have any idea, my 
lad. But that, as Kipling says, is an- 
other story,” he answered. “Some 
rainy night when I have nothing else 
to do I'll tell you. Did you see 
‘Youth’ when it was produced at the 
Greenwich Village Theater?” 

“Yes.” 

“So did I.” 

“What did you think of it?” 

“I am nothing as a religionist. 
was raised as a child on an intensive 
diet of sermons, church services, re- 
vivals, texts, etc., etc., ad nauseam. I 
developed. chronic indigestion on all 
matters religious at the tender age of 
ten. I have never been cured. I am 
not a Catholic, nor have I ever been, 
nor expect to be, so I cannot be ac- 
cused of partisanship. But if I was I 
certainly would have made a roar 
about the priests in Youth.’ As it 
was I did. I met a man who was in- 
terested in the play and the conversa- 
tion turned on it. I told him what I 
thought.” He chuckled happily on 
the reminiscence. “Oh, you ought to 
check that sort of feeling at the coat 
room when you go to the theater,” 
was his answer. ‘Besides you’re an 
agnostic.” 

“Well, shouldn’t you?” I asked. 

“Not necessarily,” countered the 
cynic. “Besides the agnostic slap got 


me. I may have lost my faith, but 
not my reason. I told him when the 
atmosphere of any religion is dragged 
onto the stage by playwrights and 
producers, when the characters are 
ministers or priests or rabbis and 
when the whole content of the play 
raises the question of religion, then 
the field is opened not by me, but by 
him, to attack on what they show. He 
raises the issue and furnishes the bat- 
tle ground. I don’t care much what 
they produce or write, because it 
wouldn't do any good. But as a man 
of intelligence I must protect that in- 
telligence against insults in the form 
of untrue, unlovely, inaccurate and 
ridiculous characterizations which are 
not art and certainly are not nature, 
and are vicious besides.” 

“Well, it is half past one Monday 
morning now,” I said. “Your pulpit 
should have been closed at twelve 
Sunday night. Get down and make 
the tea.”

I WONDER how many people who 
have seen Lionel Atwill in “Deburau” 
at the Belasco Theater and smile over 
the bit of business he does with his 
wife’s photograph when he is being 
annoyed by lovely ladies at the Thea- 
ter Funambules will know that the 
same idea furnished long ago the 
ground plan for one of Wilkie Bard's 
most celebrated successes, “The Night 
Watchman”? Bard has done the 
number so many years that it has 
become one of the most popular in 
his repertoire. He did not do it in 
this country because the point of the 
story was lifted by an American who 
saw Bard in England, stole the idea 
and did it is vaudeville on this side 
before the creator of it arrived. There 
was savage criticism of the vaudeville 
comedian’s theft by his brother art- 
ists, but that did not help Bard, who 
had only the satisfaction of knowing 
that one of his best efforts had been 
slaughtered to make a laugh in a 
blackface comedian’s act. There is 
no disposition to accuse Sacha Guitry 
of appropriating the bit, but the coin- 
cidence is striking to anyone who has 
seen “The Night Watchman.” “De- 
burau” merely shows the picture to 
his fair annoyers to frighten them off. 
Bard in his character of the midnight 
guardian of a street excavation does 
a lot more with it. He is standing be- 
side his little coal fire on a parky 
night when the girl who plays the lead- 
ing boy in the pantomime across the 
street happens along looking for a taxi. 
The watchman for all his years has 
an eye for a pretty girl. There are no 
taxis because they have all been taken 
by guests going to a costume ball and 
who pags across stage to set the pic- 
ture, a bit of shrewd stage manage- 
ment, by the way, which would do Mr. 
Belasco credit. Bard offers the com- 
fort of his fire and the protection of 
his wind shelter to the girl. They talk 
and he mentions his wife repeatedly, 
taking her picture from his pocket 
several times to show it to his guest. 
He tells her how looking at it has been 
a tower of resistance to him in flirta- 
tious moments. The talk grows more 
confidential, the amiability of the girl 
more apparent, and the climax is fol- 
lowed by a roar of laughter when the 
old man asks the girl for a kiss, gets 
an inaudible answer, puts the screen 
between himself and the audience, 
tears his wife’s picture to pieces and 
steps behind the screen. No one who 
has ever seen it can forget the con- 
summate skill with which the idea !s 
developed and the artistry of the co- 
median. Nor will they fail to wonder 
if Guitry ever. directs himself at the 
London halls.

I have not read “Miss Lulu Bett.” 
I do not know whether it is good, bad 
or indifferent, but after watching the 


play of the same name I think I will 


read it. There is so much that is 
really human in what is not .eally a 
play at all, so much certain character 
etching, and such accurate small town 
photography that the book must be 
well worth knowing. It is as a play, 
however, that “Miss Lulu Bett” is be- 
ing given, and by its merits as of 
drama it must be judged. There is no 
drama in it. It is merely a string of 
episodes with a casual element of ex- 
citement in them to give tonic to the 
whole. Of the fierce clash of person- 
alities, situations and ideas the offer- 
ing at the Belmont Theater has noth- 
ing- It raises laughs, sympathy, mild 
interest and gentle satisfaction, but 
it has neither static nor dynamic en- 
ergy. The tragedy in the life of the 
family drudge thru her hasty marriage 
is clearly enough suggested, but it is 
not hammered out into the audience. 
There are two kinds of quiet, one that 
indicates raging femotion restrained 
and the other, the hookworm variety. 
“Miss Lulu Bett,” as a play, is de- 
cidedly hookwormy. But it is played 
by a cast that is the most completely 
adequate I have seen in New York 
this season. 

For a long time a lot of people knew 
that Carroll McComas had fine stuff 
in her, but like many another girl of 
the theater her chance failed to come 
around. Chance has a lot to do with 
success on the stage no matter what 
anyone may say, chance and a lot of 
other things. Miss McComas’ oppor- 
tunity arrived and she has made good 
with a smash. Nothing sensational, 
mind you, but a golid success due to 
a knowledge of simple acting—which 
is different from acting “simply’—a 
searching personality, a mobile face, 
&@ beauty so sure of its quality it fears 
not to be covered by a drudge’s make- 
up, and a distinct, pleasant and articu- 
late voice. She conveys across the 
footlights a feeling of internal distress, 
of hope, of pleasure, of anxiety, of 
Worry and of gentle sympathy by 
means of that long-neglected feature 
of the human face, the mouth. Miss 
McComas evidently realizes that the 
mouth is something besides a stoke 
hule for food and an opening to emit 
inarticulate stuge talk. If she can re- 
store the use of the mouth to its proper 
Place is a medium of expression she 
has put the whole American theater 
in her debt. 

William Holden, as the fresh water 
josher, who bludgeons everything fine 
and beautiful and human into a ham- 
burger steak with his elephantine hu- 
mor, is so perfect that it was wich 
the utmost exercise of manly restraint 
that I refrained from going out into 
the street in search of a half brick to 
heave at him. Mr. Holden is the very 
absolute content of the Chamber of 
Commerce idea. His Dwight Herbert 
Deacon ig a Chamber of Commerce 
on two legs. Catherine Calhoun Dou- 
cet is the sweety sweet matron, Ina 
Deacon, who has brought two children 
into the world and succeeded in rais- 
ing them.’ That is a boost for Ina and 
& rap for the children. 
child would be perfectly 


pofsoning such a “Ma” instantly upon 
reaching the age of reason. Jack 
Bohn makes a natural and boyish 
sweetheart who cannot tell a lie even 
to elope with Dwight’s daughter Diana, 
played naturally and well by Beth 
Varden- One of the best characteri- 
zations is given by Willard Robertson 
as the young man who cannot make 
his “paipiano” store behave, but has 
the soul of a gentle, dependable, un- 
obtrusive man. That is what Mr. Rob- 
ertson makes him appear, and while 
only a minor part he stands out as 
with positive sincerity and solid dig- 
nity. Brigham Royce is very good as 
Miss Lulu’s on-and-off husband, but 
I did not like Louise Closser Hale’s im- 
personation of Mrs. Bett. It has good 
spots but lacks definite characteriza- 
tion and not infrequently has mo- 
ments dangerously near burlesque. 
Her cackling laugh should come out 
at once. It does not fit at all. Last, 
but not least, is little Lois Shore, as 
Monona Deacon. I loved her for her 
simplicity and her utter absence of 
stage childishness, which I loathe. I 
may know nothing about the drama, 
less about acting, but I know a lot 
about “kids.” Lois Shore is a real 
“kid,” God bless her. If she ever 
grows up to be an affected, impos- 
sible leading lady I'll hate her. As it 
is now I present her a metaphorical 
hug and an honest wish for her very 
happy and prosperous future.—PAT-

It is a pretty good play that execra- 
ble acting can not ruin It is a high 
tribute to a playmaker’s powers of in- 
sight and gifts of expression that he 
can turn out a product which can hold 
you fascinated while all the time you 
are alternately groaning, raging and 
laughing at the people who are playing 
it. That is the kind of a play Eugene 
O'Neill’s “Diff’rent” is. Never in 
my life have I been so impotently 
enraged as when I saw this fine, vigor- 
ous, perfectly drawn, developed and 
sustained drama of a New England 
seaport village kicked in the face, 
dragged by the hair and torn limb 
from limb as it is at the Provincetown 
Playhouse. How people can stand back 
of the footlights and act so brutally I 
can not imagine. If any real actor 
could give such an exhibition of in- 
humanness as is presented naturally by 
almost the entire cast of “Diff'rent” 
he would reach the very apogee of 
artistry. I have never seen anything 
quite like Miss Blair’s “Emma Crosby,” 
a part to get which any able actress 
would weep for joy. She does not know 
the rudiments of makeup, stage car- 
riage is a closed book to her, and 
the mechanics of dramatic expression 
totally absent from her equipment, 
yet in all fairness to her it must be 
said that back of her almost hopeless 
lack of technique, behind the smudges 
of grease paint with which she distorts 
her face, concealed under a bodily car- 
riage that is so awkward it is almost 
burlesque, there is an understanding 
of what the character means. You 


Any normal writhe under her inability to get out what 
justified in is obviously struggling inside her for 


expression, and you squirm when it 
Stays inside her. She knows what she 
should do and can not do it. It is ex- 
actly like watching a mute try to 
speak, a terrible sensation for the mute 
and for the other person. One thing 
she has in her range of actualities. She 
has the finest, most  bloodcurdling 
screech I have ever heard. No woman 
who can do that is totally bereft of 
dramatic feeling. The man in on the 
bench behind me all but fell off his 
seat, and everyone in the little house 
jumped at least six inches in the air. 
Elizabeth Brown was not bad in either 
of her dual roles, and Charles Ellis, 
with the exception of one or two in- 
stances, was very good, but the rest is 
complete silence. 

Of the play itself much can be writ- 
ten. . Anything Mr. O’Neill does de- 
mands consideration, because in what- 
ever he turns out there runs the red 
blood of real life, the steady beat of a 
human pulse and the exact penetration 
of the souls of the characters with 
which he deals. Emma Crosby is to 
be married to Captain Caleb Williams, 
the skipper of a whaling vessel. She 
loves him, because he is unlike the 
animal human of her seaport home, her 
gross, vulgar brother and her unpleas- 
antly human father. He is her ideal, 
her Chevalier Sans Reproche. He is 
different. Then she learns that on one 
of his voyages, forced to put into a 
South Sea Island bay for water, he 
has fallen (under the spell of the moon, 
the softness of the sky and the per- 
fume of the flowers) for an insistent 
brown-skinned girl, who swims. from 
land to spend the night aboard ship 
with him. Emma will not take into 
consideration that it is his solitary of- 
fense, that in comparison to the de- 
bauchery of his crew, from which he 
has held himself apart, Caleb’s conduct 
is immaculate, nor that the very promi- 
nence given the episode by crew and 
villagers is an indication that he is as 
different as she thought. She remains 
deaf to the arguments of her mother, 
her father, her brother, Caleb’s sister 
and her sweetheart, who is the village 
squire of dames. They all chant, one 
after the other: “He is only a man. 
They’re all like that.” The marriage 
is broken off, and Caleb leaves, saying 
he'll wait thirty years for her to change 
her mind. 

The years slip by and Emma is left 
alone. Back to the village comes Benny 
Rogers, the rotten son of his rotten 
father, who was the village squire of 
dames. He is a typical “regular army 
bum,” a blackguard of the completest 
sort, a cheat, a liar and all the rest of 
it. Emma, in her old maidenly isola- 
tion, becomes his prey. He borrows 
money from her. She paints her face, 
puts on high-heeled shoes, buys a 
phonograph and jazz records, and 
makes an ass of herself generally. Fi- 
nally Benny’s mother tells him he has 
run his rope, that she is going to drive 
him out of the house and tell Caleb of 
what he has been doing to Emma. True 
to type, Benny determines to get even 
with everyone involved in the collapse 
of his schemes. He coaxes Emma into 
agreeing to marry him, and makes her 
tell Caleb when he returns. The heart- 
sickened Captain leaves in a fury of 
anger, contempt, disillusionment and 
the knowledge he has spent the best 
years of his life waiting for a woman 
that is not worth it. Then Benny 
breaks the news to Emma, with all the 
delicacy of Babe Ruth clouting a base- 
ball, that he was only “kiddin’ an old 
hen like her,” and leaves her an instant, 
only to return to break the news that 
Caleb has hanged himself. Her world 
has gone to pieces, and, with the 
screech mentioned earlier in this re- 
view, Emma goes out to follow Caleb’s 
example. A savage, true, brutal story, 
told without faltering, with speed, cul- 
mination and climax. The pity of it is 
that it had to be squandered on Mac- 
Dougal’s Greenwich Village, and that 
there is no one in the cast to do it real 
justice —PATTERSON JAMES.

“If you were a painter, accustomed 
to getting artistic inspirations by walk- 
ing in the Bois de Boulogne and being 
greeted in the dawn’s early light by a 
peach of a prima donna, who had been 
set up in business by a millionaire gar- 
ter manufacturer—sex of garter un- 
unknown—and then you got shell 
shocked and gassed and the Lord 
knows what not during the war, and 
then, on top of all that, you married a 
wife with a magpie tongue, who had a 
mother with six-cylinder gab engines, 
and you had attacks of angina pectoris, 
and a man servant who used to be your 
orderly when you were captain and said 
man servant loved the service so much 
he used to go up on the roof and practice 
bugle calls, and your wife and mother- 
in-law came in and caught you inno- 
cently kissing the prima donna, who 
had consented to stick around so you 
could get the use of your paralyzed legs 
again to paint with—oh, yes, you could 
paint with your legs, if you were Rich- 
ard Northcote, because the prima donna 
declares, ‘If you lost both your arms 
you’d paint with the brush in your 
teeth,’ so, if you could paint with a 
brush in your teeth, why not with your 
legs—and your wife talked, and your 
mother-in-law talked, and the doctor 
talked, and the bugler blew bugles on 
your roof, and you tried to get a word 
in edgeways and couldn’t, and mother- 
in-law made draw strings with a 
butcher knife out of your almost fin- 
ished masterpiece portrait of the prima 
donna, painted with the right hand, un- 
aided by the teeth or the legs, what 
would you do?” 

Answer (omnes)—“We would die”! 

That is just what Joseph Schild- 
kraut, the latest brand snatched from 
the Yiddish theater, does as “Richard 
Northcote” in “Pagans.” Everyone 
wants to die who sees the play except 
those ladies who prefer the Ophelia 
route and drown themselves in tears 
of their own shedding. A woman with 
a baritone voice in front of me cried 
every scrap of mascara off her eye- 
lids and eyebrows when it became evi- 
dent that old Angina Pec was going 
to get Richard in the finish. A man 
in the same row, whose mouth re- 
minded me of the snapping turtles of 
my boyhood, also wept. You ‘1ave 
written SOME PLAY when it will 
make a snapping turtle-mouthed man 
ery. I cried. And Y have uo snap- 
ping turtle’s mouth. I wept for an 
evening utterly and completely lost, 
and for such a waste of good playing 
talent in the cast. I have never seen 
a play in which all the characters 
were so thankless. No wonder Doctor 
Gregory let his patient die to get it 
over with. Mr. Schildkraut is an 
exotic type and his gifts are displayed 
in the one tense moment of the play 
when he recovers the use of his legs 
just as you believe he is on the last of 
them. That bit was managed with 
good technical skill and indicates that 
he has possibilities. But “Pagans” 
would kill any actor. Mr. Schildkraut 
should have another chance. Helen 
Ware was the prima donna with the 
garter king past. She is a most capa- 
ble artist and gave the only imores- 
sion of vitality that appeared in the 
tomb of unnaturalness the play creates 
for its own interment. Regina Wal- 
lace made a lot out of a magpie wife 
and in the “woman against woman” 
scene in the last act played with sin- 
cerity and effectiveness. Alice Fisher 
is the mother-in-law and the widow

New York, Jan. 12.—Every night a little 
troupe of players gathers in the subterranean 
@epths of Grand Central Station, and as the 
11:30 Stamford local, with clanging bell and 
much unnecessary racket, pulls itself together 
for the brief whizz on the New Haven tracks, 
the liftle crowd of players discuss, in the semi- 
freezing atmosphere of the coach in front, va- 
rious phases of the theatrical profession. They 
also talk about chances for getting the cold 
frame started in the spring, how many gallons 
of paint will be required to go over that 
bungalow in Larchmont or what action is 
likely to be taken by the County Commissioners 
regarding the extension of macadam road out 
as far as the Sparks place. 


What all this has to do with an interview 
with Helen Ware may not seem quite clear to 
the average reader of The Billboard, but it is 
quite a necessary preface. 


You see, Helen Ware, who opened about a 
week ago in “Pagans,” at the Princess Theater, 
lives in Harrison, N, Y, She commutes. So 
do a number of others who are playing about in 
various attractions here in Little Old New York. 
They don’t all live in Harrison, altho Frank 
Crummitt, who is an important person in the 
cast of the ‘‘Greenwich Village Follies,’’ does, 
and the Crummitts and the Helen Ware house- 
holds are real neighborly.

Of course, we can- 
not do this sort of thing indefinitely, but we 
have been straining a point to help everyone, 
and in every possible way, this bad season. 

A member of the Producing Managers’ Asso- 
ciation called us up and said he wae most grate- 
ful for the way Equity had treated him. He 
said it was quité true that not only had we 
assisted him in paying off his indebtdeness to 
all members of his company by getting into 
touch with his backers and bringing pressure 
to bear on them but we had refrained from 
shouting about it in the newspapers, and there- 
fore had enabled him to save his position and 
continue without reproach in the producing field, 

All motion picture players should register at 
our office, 220 West 5Sist streef, and if possi- 
ble have an interview with Mr. Cohill, the mana- 
ger. Some of our bighest-priced people have 
had to pay 10 per cent to agents when the 
same engagement would have been secured thru 
us at 5 per cent. It is hard at times to stir ac- 
tors, if it puts them to a little trouble, even for 
their own benefit. 

The Public Morals Board of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church sifting in Washington an- 
nounces it will inaugurate a campaign to ‘Stop 
the contemptuous treatment of the Protestant 
ministry by some cartoonists, writers and ac- 
tors."

The Auditorium Building, the home of the 
Chicago Opera Association, has, by the very 
nature of the varied temperaments it has shel- 
tered, been a Clearing house for emotional up- 
peavals. But the dramatic suddenness of Mise 
Garden's appointment a® the supreme directing 
head of the great organization for once left the 
yoluble representatives of several races stunned 
and speechless with surprise, 

It is said that Miss Garden's appointment 


“ became certain with the arrival yesterday of 


a cablegram from Mre, Harold F, McCormick, 
who is in Switzerland, urging her selection. 
Mrg. McCormick, who, with her husband, is one 
of the heaviest financial contributors to the 
opera company, ie eaid to own nearly all of 
the company properties, costing up into bun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

Miss Garden's duties will begin at once, and 
it is sald she will draw no extra remuneration 
for acting as general director for the remainder 
of this season and all of next, Out of the mael- 
strom of gossip and rumors floating around 
today it is said that the backers of the opera 
company firmly believe Miss Garden will vastly 
lower the approximate annual deficit ef $350,000 
borne by the friends of the company.

The opening was altogether different from the 
average burlesque show, for it introduced a 
vocalistic trio of masculines—Marty Semon, 
Arthur Mellon and Herry Weil—in a dimly red- 
lighted reception room of a clubhouse at Free- 
port, until the arrival of an ensemble of at- 
tractive feminine guests, led by Louise Barlow, 
a darkhaired, slender, smiling soubret, who 
@ang well and danced far better than the av- 
erage soubret, and continued to do so thruout 
the performance, for this little damsel is be- 
yond all doubt one of the daintiest and most 
vivacious soubreta in burlesque. 

Libby Hart, a blackhaired, well-developed in- 
genue, made good with “‘Kismet,’’ but far bet- 
ter than good in her latest French and Spanish 
characterizations, Kitty Glasco, a pleasingly 
plump brunet prima, with a voluminous and 
melodious voice, att..ed in gowns of splendor, 
came to the front frequently and her vocalism 
merited the numerous encores given her. 

Comics Billy Foster, in his modified Dutch 
characterization, with funny facial registra- 
tion, and Frank Harcourt, with his quaintly 
humorous+and eccentric mannerisms, came on 
for @ series of parodies and continuous funny 
antics. Marty Semon, in straight attire, seek- 
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ing $50,000 aviators, found them in the comics, 
with Foster es pilot (pile it on the dump) and 
Harcourt as mechanician, who created much 
laughter with their money-cigar and pipe ex- 
change, likewise left and right appellatione, 
furthermore with Harcourt as doctor to Patient 
Foster, with their play of words on ‘‘horse.”* 

On the aviation field the comics, seated in a 
portable airplane, handed out a laugh-evoking 
line of patter until they ascended into the 
Stage set clouds above, while the company lined 
up for the finale of part one, 

Part two opened with a storm at sea scene, 
with a lighted eteamship passing in the die- 
tance, while the mermaid choristers, with only 
their heads above the pictorial water, yocalized 
pleasingly es a miniature airplane sailed thru 
the clouds overhead. Verily the mind that 
conceived, produced and presented these me- 
chanical scenes was that of a modern genius 
of stagecraft. 

An explosion in the air, with a change of 
set, revealed the comics aboard a raft on the 
bounding billows, and their discourse wae all to 
the merry. A change of scene to Spain intro- 
duced Marty Semon as King and Kitty Glasco 
as Queen and the comics as prospective bull 
fighters, who later became the prop bull itself. 
As shooters of laugh-evoking bull they were 
grand masters, 

Mellon and Weil, two clean-cut chaps, in a 
singing specialty, were well received and en- 
cored. Comic Foster and his harmonica ac- 
companiment to Comic MHarcourt’s eccentric 
dancing was a scream. Andy Bennett, a di- 
Minutive dancer of the whirlwind Arab acro- 
batie type, and Louise Barlow, the diminutive, 
dainty soubret, in a singing and dancing spe- 
cialty, were equal to many big-time acts in 
ability and in personality were far more at- 
tractive than many of them, and this was made 
manifest on Tuesday afternoon by a floral trib- 
ute to Soubret Barlow that eset the admiring 
donor back a good-sized bank-roll,

REVIEW 

Not having consulted the program prior to 
the uprising of curtain disclosing a half-dressed 
stage, we were under the impression that there 
had been a hold-up in baggage transfer, but a 
glimpse at the program enlightened us to the 
fact that the opening scene was a somewhat 
different opening from the regular run of bur- 
lesque shows, for it offered the stage of the 
Frivolity Theater with an ensemble of attrac- 
tive and talented choristers accomplishing 
the desirable in singing and dancing. A prepos- 
sessing blond pony on the left end stood out pre- 
eminently in personal attractiveness and ability, 
and what she is doing in the chorus is beyond 
our understanding, for she would look like « 
million dollars of blond loveliness as s principal, 
and her every movement denotes her ability to 
enact the role. 


Murry Leonard, the most prosperous appear- 
ing Hebrew comic we have ever seen on any 
stage, came on as proprietor of the make-be- 
lieve theater, calling for his commander-in-chief, 
who appeared in the crepe face person of Harry 
Steppe, to whom the artistic and realistic ap- 
pearing Manager Leonard said: “‘Why the whis- 
kers?"’ to comic Steppe’s reply, ‘I wanted them 
to make sure it was me, now I will take them 
off,"’ whereupon Steppe discarded the crepe for 
a black-line mustache, miniature sideburns and 
clean attire, the whyfores of which aren't ap- 
parent, for Steppe's typical Hebrew makeup was 
far from the grotesque and couldn't offend the 
most sensitive Hebrew. Furthermore we person- 
ally liked Steppe with his crepe face. Be the 
reason what it may, their dialog was highly 
entertaining. 

Dick Lancaster, a natty appearing straight, 
as stage manager, banded out a balling out for 
being late to Daisy Harris, a vivacious, ever- 
smiling, auburn-haired soubret. Sadie Banks, « 
slender blond leading lady, in personal appear- 
ance and ability can grace any stage, be it bur- 
lesque or dramatic. Sadie is a big asset, and 
in oldtime melodrama would prove the ideal ad- 
venturess, for Sadie can deliver lines with a 
punch, dramatic to every utterance. In her 
opening scene as a widow seeking matrimonial 
alliance for her daughter and niece, she was 
gowned in jet, with mantle and hat to match, 
and an apparently real diamond necklace that 
scintillated with her every movement. 


Margy Meyers, ag the ingenue-soubret daugh- 
ter, is a black haired, chunky, well formed lit- 
tle damsel, wth a low but sweet voice, and an 
accomplished pianist. Nettie Knise, as ber 
niece, is an intellectual, refined, slender formed 
blond, who can sing and dance and then whistle 
the refrain like a cultured vocalist. Both girls 
are fully at home in scenes and specialties. 

Sidney Erlin is q likable little chap, who ap- 
peared frequently in duets with one or another of 
the principals, and in a specialty by himself 
proved his ability as a singer and dancer. 

Steppe as a stage carpenter interrupting re- 
hearsals evoked much laughter by his funny 
lines and actions, likewise with his book of 
mixed metaphors. Steppe, Leonard and the 
Misses Meyers and Knise, as a vocalistic quar- 
tet, were accorded encores on ‘“There 
Ain't No Fun in That." A single-file, four- 
chair railway coach with Straight Lancaster #5 
conductor introduced fast and funny Lines and 
actions, with a gunman holdup for an exit. 

Comic Steppe as a ticket speculator selling 
Broadway Belle Sadie Banks two sea lions for 
two tickets on the © Line evoked as much 
laughter from the Olympics ge it did when 
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Jake LeVene, formerly treasurer of the Mt. 
Morris, sprang it on burlesquers. Steppe as a 
judge in a court scene with Straight Lancaster 
as a rummy nose district attorney, and Sadie 
Banks as a derelict defendant, gave Sadie an op- 
portunity to demonstrate remarkable dramatic 
ability in the recitation of her downfall and 
for an encore @ vampire recitation on ‘‘Rose of 
Washington Square’’ that was a masterpiece of 
eloquence, followed by an Apache dance with 
Steppe, while Leonard appeared in feminine ex- 
plosive balloon corsage attire as a precocious 
witness, thereby capping the climax for funny 
burlesque. 

part Il opened with an elaborate setting 
of the Peacock Room in the Honeymoon Hotel, 
in which the comics appeared in evening dress, 
with the banana bit, followed by parodies that 
went over well. Straight Lancaster as the 
marrying parson for Bride Daisy Harris and 
Bridegroom Sidney Erlin was an excellent of- 
fering. Lancaster as a dope and Steppe bur- 
lesquing was very funny. 

COMMENT 


Probably the book didn’t call for it, or prob- 
ably the well-known smallness of the stage did 
pot permit it, but the scenery wasn't great in 
quality or quantity. excepting that of the Hon- 
eymoon Hotel, which was far more artistic than 
the average hotel set. 

The gownings of Sadie Banks were modiste 
creations, while those of Misses Harris, Mey- 
ers and Knise were costly and attractive, and 
the same goes for the choristers, who changed 
frequently. 

Murry Leonard is a credit to burlesque in 
personal appearance, distinctive delivery of lines 
and actions. 

Harry Steppe never worked more conscien- 
tiously in his comiqueness than be did on Mon- 
dgy, and the continuous applause of the audi- 
ence is convincing proof of his popularity. 

Taking it all in all, it was as fast and funny 
and as clean and clever as any show given at the 
Olympic this season.—NELSE.

Juvenile Kane gave the comics a demonstra- 
tion of his scientific running method of copping 
their watch and money. A stage set gymna- 
sium and a burst of orchestral jazg heralded

hibition bout with the punching bag, made fun- 
ny by a burlesque bout with the comics when 
Mackey made a hit with his restful attitude and 
guttural ‘“‘Look out,’’ followed by Bill's rope 
skipping to much applause. 

Helen Stanley, a petite, ringletted blond, with 
an exceptionally sweet face and slender, sym- 
metrical form, vocalized her way to continuous 
favor with the girls in numerous artistic pos- 
ings. 

Maybelle, with all her biond vivacious at- 
tractiveness, in songs, dances, lines and actions, 
made good in everything she said and did, like 
the able artist that she has always proven her- 
self to be.

Costumer, Scenic Artist and 
Others Have Much To Do 

4 With Success of 

Musical Comedy 


] How many people sitting in a comfortable 
é seat and watching a musical comedy ever stop 
af to think of the work which has to be done be- 
fore the curtain is raised on the piece? Every 
one knows that an author and a composer has 
to be secured, players engaged and a director 


4 contracted for to produce the show. But be- 
t hind all these people are others whose activities 
1 are nearly, if not quite, as important as those 


mentioned, who are never seen by the audience 
‘i and whose credit for work done is at most 
i restricted to a line on the program, if mentioned 
at all, 

Those people are the costumer, the scenic artist 
f and painter, the maker of wigs and shoes, the 
orchestrator of the msic and others. Some- 
times they are known, sometimes they are not. 
All contribute their share to the play in 
greater or less measure. There is little doubt 
that a designer of scenery like Joseph Urban con- 
tributes a lot to the success of the Ziegfeld 
Follies." Other scenic artists have helped 
other musical shows. P. Dodd Ackerman’s scen- 
ery for “Her Family Tree’’ is notably beau- 
tiful. And there are others, too, who do not 
come so readily to mind. 

/ Costumes are a great part of all musical 
showe. The gowns furnished by Paul Poiret 
for “‘Afgar” make a great “‘talking point” for 
that piece. Those in the revival of ‘‘Erminie’’ 
frm designs of Norman Bel-Geddes are very 
beautiful. And so, one could run thru a list 
of musical comedies in which really distinctive 
: costuming is displayed, and the person respon- 


sible for its creation hardly known to the show 
world, let alone to the publie, 

It is only fair that these people should be 
recognized and credit be given where credit is 

due. They are part of the mechanism of the 
theater, and as such should be recognized. And 
4 the cditor of this department is going to do his 
bit to awaken some sense of the oblgation that 
the stage owes to these workers. Hereafter he 
is going to find space in musica] comedy re- 
views to give ‘them the credit he thinks they 
deserve. 

Perhaps some may eay that the provider of 
@cenery, costumes and other paraphernalia to the 
show producer is paid in full for his work. 
The answer to that is that the same argument 
can be used for the actor, the manager and 
the producer. They all get paid for their work, 
but in addition they get full recognition for 
F the notable things they do. And some few of 
~ them think that is the best part of their reward. 

So this reviewer, in future, is going to keep 
both eyes on the performance, but will occa- 
sionally let his right eye wander a bit to the 
@cenery and the rest of the decorative surround- 
ings of the musical comedy—and will try to re- 
member what he sees.—G. W.

1 herewith respectfully move to amend Mr. 
Shakespeare. At least, as far as Germany is 
concerned, the version should read; “All the 
world’s a film.” 

Tbe rapki, virtually unprecedented growing 
of the moving picture business bas been equally 
marked all over this country, Not only bave new 
buildings been erected and stores and shops been 
converted into “picture houses,’’ but some of 
our largest and handsomest theaters have been 
turned into “photoplay palaces." And the boom 
still continues with its scramble for suitable 
locations and the “Lichtspiele’ are springing 
up like mushrooms. The history of the show 
business tells that the public taste undergoes a 
change every few years, but the film seems to 
be going on forever! 

The film actor and actress and the film writer 
are doing a great deal for the people of this 
country, They dispel gloom and they straighten 
out wrinkles with laughter, They present virtue 
as it should be, triumphant; they make vice 
abhorrent, and ate providing all playa with a 
happy ending.

“I knew you were 
innocent of the crime!’ etc., are the most 
hackneyed lines in all German film plays, One 
general fault with many of them is that they 
bare been thrown together by some of our 
prominent actors who desire to extol their own 
abilities. And in many instances these actors, 
po matter how clever, never were meant for 
constructionists. The sooner some of them real- 
ize this fact, Just so soon will qualified persons 
write something worth while. 


There are some photo playwrights over here, 
Mke Paul Rosenhayn and others, who are io 
great demand with the managers. With them it 
is a case of “Won't you please drop a motion 
picture drama in our slot and draw out as much 
money as you want for it?” Many occupations 
have diseasee which are more or less incidental 
to them, and photo play writing is not exempt. 
The most prevalent writer's malady is a 
“swelled head.’’ 


I still remember an article in a leading Berlin 
Sunday paper some years ago, stating that Gus- 
tay Hochstetter, one of the oldest literary men, 
Who had hitherto boasted a good reputation in 
the community, had taken to film writing. How 
times do change! Of a truth he occasionally 
wrote snappy little ditties about graveyards 
and lort souls, and winds moaning in cypress 
trees, and other stuff of that caliber so dear 
to the German heart, but eince making his 
Screen appearance in his photoplays he has 
turned his attention entirely to comedy, 

There are several cafes in Berlin, like the 
Admiral’s Cafe in Friedrichstrasse, where 
People connected with the film business con- 
Gregate, the same as the vaudeville artiste’ 
cafes that I mentioned in one of my recent 
letters. There are more hangers-on on the hem 
of the screen world than the music hall pro- 
fevsion, because in the latter each one is in- 
dividually on his merits as an entertainer, 
whereas the “Komparse’® gets in as @ small 
part or a “walk on,” and then is out for 
months, Strangely enough, few of them ever 
return to their trade or profession, if they 
ever had one, 

There are many schools in Berlin, in which 
the film artist will find nothing short of a 
Menace to his calling, inviting an influx of 
these deluded mortals to overrun the moving 
Picture profession. More hot air is set in mo- 
tion in these schools than would float all the 
Dalloons in the world today. They are carry- 
ing the hopeful amateur along by telling him 
Of the large salaries which the film stars are 
Teceiving, and that the business is so very #im- 
ple that any child can learn how to make an 
instant hit. For their own sakes, as well as 
for the film profession at large, it is to be hoped 
that most of these amateurs soon abandon the 
idea of precipitating their questionable talents 
On an unsuspecting public. The principal Ger- 
™an moving picture manufacturers often go to 
considerable expense to obtain their films, but 
Some people fancy they go to very extravagant 
€nd dangerous lengths jndeed. When the recent 
fire at a film emporium in Friedrichstrasse was 
fn progress a bystander remarked to me? 
“Doesn't it seem a shame to burn this house 
down just for the sake of making a picture of 
the fire?”

To accomplish the desired improvements of 
condition and of opportunity for the performer 
fs an institutional tradition of The Billboard, 
This column will adhere to the tradition, 

Pudlicity may be pleasant or otherwise, ac- 
cording to the legitimacy of its purpose, The 
pleasant sort is preferable; yet at times the 
greatest good for the greatest number demands 
the making public of the facts that may be ex- 
tremely unpleasant for some, 

For example: Performers who are constant- 
ly appropriating the material of more energetic 
and successful acts. 

Performers whose personal conduct is so fla- 
grant as to scandalize the profession, 

Performers who mail to theatrical editors im- 
agivary reports of engagements and successful 
appearances, 

Performers who fall to meet honest bills, 
thereby stigmatizing the profession. 

Agents who conduct their business upon a 
basis of misrepresentation of facts to artists. 

House managers who permit claques and 
grafting employees to sponge upon the poor art- 
ist under pain of having their act run out of 
the house by subsidized rowdies. 

Actors and managers of acts who accept ad- 
vances and fail to appear and deliver the con- 
tracted performances, 

Ruthless exposure is certain if some marked 
improvement is not discernible in the con- 
duct of some people. 

This declaration of principles should serve 
as a most emphatic notice that the time to 
discontinue shady practices has come, As a 
comedian of beloved memory once said: ‘‘When 
you are right I am your friend, and I am with 
You; but when you are wrong I am still your 
friend, but I am not with you.”’

Henry 


The “Smarter Set,"" with Whitney and Tutt, 
and Irvin C. Miller's ‘‘Broadway Rastus” are 
among the few colored shows now doing busi- 
ness which, in the belief of Lew W. Henry, 
manager of the Lyceum Theater, Cincinnati, 
could probably make good in leading houses. 

“They are clean attractions that any man 
could take his family to and see without fear 
of moral safety,’’ says Henry. 

But he would rather see a colored organiza- 
tion, much larger than the two named, take to 
the road, for he feels sure the hour has come 
when such an attraction would enjoy success not 
unlike that registered some years back when 
Williams and Walker, Cole and Johnson, and 
the Hogan Shows toured the country to the 
satisfaction of the public and with financial 
gain. 

“And conditions then,’’ Henry stated, ‘‘were 
not so favorable as they are today.’ Having

Curry, trombone; Ray Soash, banjo; Harry 
Borner, cornet, and Jack Courney, drums.

“T’'ve been in the show business for a jonger 
time than some wish to admit,’’ says George 
Bickel, comedian with George White’s ‘‘Scan- 
dals."" He began his professional career when 
a boy by running away from his home in Sagi- 
naw, Mich., and joining a circus. He was & 
musician and ‘‘doubled’’ in brass. In due time 
he came to be leader of the band and also th 
leading clown. During that period he met Saws 
Scribuer, present head of the Columbia Bur- 
lesque Circuit, who was managing a side-show. 
Three of the famous Ringling brothers played 


in Bickel’s Band, John doubling as a ‘‘Dutch”’ 
comedian. His meeting with Harry Watson, 
Jr.. was a turning point in Bickel’s career. 


They fermed partnership as “Bickel & Watson’’ 
and became famous in vaudeville and musical 
comedy. Bickel later was engaged for Zieg- 
feld’s “Follies,” and other big musical com- 
edy shows. 


Three years ago the writer was playing cornet 
in the orchestra at Hattiesburg, Miss., then 
the smallest town on the Keith Circuit. A 
saxophone player was on the bill, His finish 
number was the last movement of William 
Tell, which opens with a few measures of 
trumpeting for the cornet. “How fast do you 
want me to start,’’ I asked. ‘‘Take it as fast 
as you can," was his calm reply. “I double 
tongue and might get it too fast,’? was my 
response. This was agteeable to him.

I played it with all the speed I knew how. 
The saxophonist came in and took it so fast 
that the orchestra was unable to keep up with 
him. And he was cniy single tonguing on 
a reed instrument. How he managed is a 
mystery, for it was the cleanest and most 
rapid tonguing we ever heard. 

After rehearsal we asked the young man his 
name. He was Benne Henton, now one of the 
world’s greatest players on the saxophone, 


Writing from New Orleans, La., George 
De Droit states: ‘In the January 8 issue two 
things attracted my attention, one was that I had 
been retired as President of Local 174, A. FP.

‘ugly’ honor. The idea occurred to me that if 
the band played loud and wretchedly every 
Person on the grounds would hurry to the band 
stand so as to learn what was going on. First 
we played a piece as it should be played. Then 
half of the band played the first part and the 
other half let go on the last part. The result 
had its desired effects. Naturally everyone 
thought all members of the band drunk. 

“Mr. Harris, in all his grandeur, boldly and 
very forcibly made the announcement of his 
entry in the ‘ugly* contest. He also was to 
explain that the wretched playing of the band 
was done for the sole purpose of assembling 
all present so he could do his campaigning. But, 
in the excitement, he did not make announce- 
ment in our behalf. And it was months before 
I could make people believe that the band I had 
out there that day was my band and that it was 
not rotten, From that day on I never did 
anything to help a friend if I thonght the 
scheme would tend to injure my reputation as 
a band leader.”

How [im 


long does it take for a manuscript to go and 
come? In my case always over a month. 


Therefore I submit a manuscript to only twelve * 


publishers, and it takes over one year. Now 
there must be a better idea or condition ex- 
isting to overcome this and give results. This 
is my idea: 

can’t we have a reliable party or cor- 
Poration to look after our needs? Why can’t 
we have someone to send our manuscripts to 
who will in turn submit them to the publishers 
on a commission basis? 

We have enough of these firms which adver- 
tise, offering to place songs for a certain fee 
im advance. We want no dealings with this 
kind. A reliable commission broker is what we 
want. Let this reliable party set forth lis 
terms. For instance, manuscripts written by 
companies which place words to your music, 
and vice-versa. Kule these manuscripts out. 
Get down to a pure merit point of view. Sure- 
ly there must be companies which would un- 
dertake this work, and which are right on the 
epot to submit them. Of course, all manu- 
scripts submitted to this commission broker 
need not be submitted by him to the publisher. 
Only the ones which he thinks have the merit. 
A fee of 25 cents a manuscript, to be payable 
at the time of submitting the manuscript, to- 
gether with self-addressed envelope for its re- 
turn, in case same is not suitable, would am- 
ply repay the postage back, and the total 
amount of fees would make it such a businese 
that the said commission merchant could afford 
to submit the worthy manuscripts to the pub- 
lishers, and at the same time return the manu- 
scripts not found suitable for submitting. 
There would be thousands of manuscripts sub- 
mitted, and with the fees and commission on 
accepted manuscripts the broker should find it 
a paying proposition.

Why can’t 
we have someone to send our manuscripts to 
who will in turn submit them to the publishers 
on a commission basis? 

We have enough of these firms which adver- 
tise, offering to place songs for a certain fee 
im advance. We want no dealings with this 
kind. A reliable commission broker is what we 
want. Let this reliable party set forth lus 
terms. For instance, manuscripts written by 
companies which place words to your music, 
and vice-versa. Rule these manuscripts out. 
Get down to a pure merit point of view. Sure- 
ly there must be companies which would un- 
dertake this work, and which are right on the 
epot to submit them. Of course, all manu- 
scripts submitted to this commission broker 
need not be submitted by him to the publisher. 
Only the ones which he thinks have the merit. 
A fee of 25 cents a manuscript, to be payable 
at the time of submitting the manuscript, to- 
gether with self-addressed envelope for its re- 
turn, in case same is not suitable, would am- 
Ply repay the postage back, and the total 
amount of fees would make it such a businese 
that the said commission merchant could afford 
to submit the worthy manuscripts to the pub- 
lishers, and at the same time return the manu- 
scripts not found suitable for submitting. 
There would be thousands of manuscripts sub- 
mitted, and with the fees and commission on 
accepted manuscripts the broker should find it 
a paying proposition,

History of the Theater in America 


The Value of Studying Contributory Sources of 
Business—Legislators, Lawyers, Preachers, 
Doctors, Merchants and Business Men 
Should Study These Facts 


One of the unfathomable mysteries that 
Masses all comprehension is the trait in most 
of us that makes us shut our eyes or to be even 
antagonistic to allied or contributing branches 
of the business or profession in which we are 
engaged. 

The legitimate actor looks with contempt 
upon the vaudeville performer. Both were too 
far above the moving picture to take part in 
its early developments. The great singers de- 
tested the mechanical music, and instead of 
gtand opera artists leading in the development 
of the phonograph that bonor went to the much 
despised street band. 

The lyceum and chautauqua have both been 
cursed with an over-abundance of pretenders 
who affected an air of superiority over the 
theater and have missed many of the best op- 
portunities to grow by stultifying the very in- 
stitution itself when a policy of mutuality of 
interest would have brought ebout prosperity 
and increased usefulness to all. 

One of these was so shocked over the fact 
that The Billboard was publishing the lyceum 
and chavtauqua news in the same issue in 
which appeared the news of the theater and 
outdoor show world that he wrote to the then 
president of the International Lyceum end 
Chautauqua Association and tried to dissuade 
him from running a little card in The Bil- 
board, pretending that he was shocked at such 
an exhibition of unprofessionalism. 


But we should not be too harsh in censuring 
the ‘temperamenta] fraternity when we have 
the same problem in our own household. Every 
newspaper and magazine has a constant fight, 
as the editorial, the circudation and the ad- 
vertising departments each look with an air of 
ignorant contempt on the other, when, as a 
matter of fact, each is absolutely dependent 
@pon the other, and when either of the three 
falls short in the race it sooner or later causes 
the entire plant to fail. Big minds comprehend 
this, while little ones are content to live like 
parasites on the work of others. 


Igceom and chavtaugua artists as a class 
ate peculiarly ignorant of the part the theater 
has played not only in the growth of our own 
movement, but also as it has affected the his- 
tory of our country. For months we have been 
trying to snatch the time to review ‘‘The His- 
tory of the Theater in America” written by 
‘Arthur Hornblow and published by the J. B. 
Lippincott Company, of Philadelphia, Pa. It 
fs in two volumes, 800 peges in all. It is 
profusely illustrated with many half-tone por- 


* traits, sketches, old wood cuts ar’ other meth- 


ods formerly in vogue. 


It is a fact that there was a theater (built 
im 1716) before there was a newspaper in Vir- 
ginia. The theater had been in operation six- 
teen years before The Virginia Gazette made 
its appearance. Virginia and Maryland were 
the only American colonies which never had 
laws prohibiting play acting. 


The old Virginia planters were inflicted with 
that imported brand of snobbishness that aped 
royalty and affected such an air of superiority 
that they were too mighty to patronize the 
theater at home, so the support came from that 
large and ever-growing intelligent middle class 
which was quick to demand all the intellectual 
pleasures the old world was enjoying—the same 
citizens to whose devotion and patriotism was 
due a little later the establishment of the 
Republic and who still today remain the prin- 
cipal factors in the development of our national 
drama and our nationa) civic and governmental 
affairs. 

In the South the Colonies imported a taste 
for the drama, together with other English cus- 
toms, but in the North the playhouse was con- 
sidered the doorway to hell and was condemned, 
if not actually forbidden under the severest pen- 
elties. In 1750 the General Court of Massa- 
chuetts passed an act prohibiting stage plays 
end theatrical entertainments of any kind, 
the reason being that such performers had a 
Peculiar influence on the minds of young people 
end greatly endangered their morals by giving 


them a taste for intriguing, amusements and 
pleasure. 

In 1824 President Dwight, of Yale College, in 
“An Essay on the Stage,”’ declared that to in- 
dulge a taste for playgoing means nothing more 
or iess than the loss of that most valuable 
treasure, the immortal soul. Today there is a 
sort of recognized fight being made against the 
amusements and pleasures of the people, and 
fanaticism is going to the same extreme as it 
did i in the days of our forefathers, 

A study of these two splendid volumes will 
give you a much deeper, broader and more com- 
prehensive view of these contending forces in 
life, 

There is a reason for everything, and the fact 
that the barber shop has always been a seat

Church, Independence Hall or other such seats 
of far-reaching activity. In spite of the fact 
that the church people denounced the theater 
as the House of Satan and play actors as fa- 
miliar with Beelzebub himself, still the theater 
was a force that could not be crushed. Its 
plays were a reflection of the lives of the men 
and women who tried to idealize moral defects, 
looseness of character and reveled in mockery 
of the marital ties. 

Much of this bitterness came also as & re- 
action against those who had satirized and 
hurled taunts and ridicule at the Puritans who 
had joined forces with the Pilgrims. 

Those who are stirring up class hatred today 
fin their appeals to the unthinking mob or re- 
ligious bigotry, not dead, but dormant, are 
but storing up wrath against the day of wrath. 

The same problems confront the playwright, 
the manager, the actor and the theatergoer 
today that confronted them in the Colonial 
days. They are the problems that also con- 
front the lyceum, the chautauqua, the church, 
pchool, business in all of its phases, the publi- 
cation of newspapers, books and magazines. 
Read ‘‘A History of the Theater in America” 
and you will get a different view of life. Lec- 
turers, entertainers, actors, artists in al! lines, 
musicians, ministers, lawyers and doctors, mer- 
chants, manufacturers and producers, all should 
read these two splendid volumes.

How vividly to the chautauqua activities 
of dear ola Dr. W. L. Davidson reappear as 
we read of the contractual relations between 
actor and manager in which the managers were 
compelled to pay their actors half in good words 
and half in ready money. 


Those who think our present fast developing 
and all embracing Mcense system is a modern 
cure all may be interested in learning how it 
was used as a hang-over from the practices 
of the royalty who held the rights of all sorts 
of activities, trades, arts and sciences as plums 
to be given to the favored few. The license 
system was a curse and was used as an in- 
strument of suppression, so today it is not a 
democratic institution, but fs a foreign im- 
portation and its chief advocates can scarcely 
speak our language.

The best book of the world war that we have 
seen is the one written for boys by Francis 
Holt-Wheeler and published by Lothrop, Lee & 
Shepard Company, Boston, Mass.

A NEW FIELD FOR CLOWNS

a clown may be much more than a clown. 
There are clowns and clowns, with one of them 
a health clown and a friend to all little chil- 
dren, regarded by them as just a tiny little 
bit farther down the scale than Santa Claus. 

“This health clown is the famous Cho Cho, 
who delighted the hearts and minds and risibjj- 
ities of several thousand Salt Lake little ones 
last October when he first made his appearance 
at the State fair and in the public schools. He 
has come back to ‘Salt Lake and will make his 
appearance at 11 o’clock this morning at Bar- 
ratt Hall. 

Cho Cho is a clown that knows all the funny 
antics and tricks a clown ever knew, and one 
who is about the happiest clown in the world, 
The secret of his happiness is all peca.se he 
knows what to eat and drink and how to sleep 
and play to become healthy and strong, and 
this is a secret he tells to the little boys and 
girls in his audiences. 

“His appearance is under the direction of 
the Parent-Teachers’ section of the Utah Edn- 
cational Association, with Mrs. John Z, Brown, 
chairman of the recreation committee, and 
Mrs. H. 8S. Tanner, president of the section, 
in charge. 

Cho Cho is especially fond of Utah boys and 
girls, since he is a Utah clown. He was traineq 
in his health act by the Utah Public Health 
Association, and made his first appearance last 
October, Since then he has appeared in neigh- 
boring States and has won recognition from 
the National Tuberculosis Association.

When Fred McCloy, manager of the Colum- 
bia Burlesque Theater, decided to bill Hurtig 
& Seamon’s ‘“‘Hello America’ for a summer run 
of 1919 he engaged the services of Jimmie 
Powers, an oldtime circus and burlesque agent, 


around from al] the powers that be. No, no, 

Harry is not thru yet, just a little crippled 
by the boys and girls he fought for, but he 
shall arise again. You can’t take it away 
from this bird; all the good feeling that exists 
between manager and actor Harry is responsi- 
ble for. The play or pay contract was fought 
for by the immortal George Fuller Golden, 
and continued by Harry Mountford until the 
battle was won. 

But the play or pay contract was not the 
only concession Golden was after, and fought 
for; yes, and won. He wanted the five per 
cent abolished, and he won that victory—the 
right of the artist to book net. How that 
covenant was kept is well known to the fel- 
lows and girls who survived that great Golden 
victory. 

If Dear George could see conditions as they 
exist today he would surely turn over in his 
grave. I speak of the agent (unlicensed) who 
plies his trade under the guise of a promoter 
or producer or representative or some other 
such title which means absolutely nothing. He 
is just an agent plying his trade unlawfully. 

Those fellows exist solely on the moneys they 
receive from actors and actresses for whom they 
secure work. They do this by peddling the 
act from one agency to another. They collect 


And you can’t rub that out.’ 


all the way from 5 to 5O per cent for doing 
this, and that from the actor or actress. 

The time is ripe now to call the attention 
of Ex-Governor Charles Whitman, of New 
York, to these facts which exist. Oh, the li- 
cense commissioner; yes, we have a license 
commissioner’s office, but the agents say it’s a 
joke, and I am in a position to coincide with 


them. Perhaps Mr. Whitman will be called 
upon to look into this matter. 
Again 1 want to make this clear. There are 


many good clean men in the agency business, 
and they would welcome an investigation. There 
are thousands of these fellows, some of whom do 
not speak the English language, who exist by 
representing the American born artist. It's a 
shame and a crime, but true just the same. 
The artist’s true representative will always wel- 
come a change for the better. But the fellow 
with his office in his hat or who leases an office 
with eight other nnticensed agents, and spends 
a lot of time at night in them, will make an 
awful holler if called on to kick in for a li- 
cense. Perhaps you would be surprised if you 
knew how few licensed agencies there are in 
New York. But there are hundreds of agencies 
where they book acts, theaters, etc., and laugh 
at the license commissioner. 

There is one licensed agency in New York

that is strictly on the level—that’s the Fally am 


Markus Agency. Here is a fellow who books i 
over 150 theaters, gives you a pay or play con- x 
tract, and is beyond any question of a doubt Me 
one of the finest types of men it has been my im 
pleasure to come in contact with in the entire Me 
show game.

in the New York and Chicago offices;

possible. On top of this any Chorus 
Equity members leaving a company 
without the customary two weeks’ no- 
tice will be denied the use of the en- 
gagement department and the protec- 
tion of the association until they have 
repaid to the management two weeks’ 
salary in lieu of notice. 

If the salary of a Chorus Equity 
member is demandea from a manager 
who has let him or her out without the 
customary two weeks’ notice, the con- 
tract with the manager should be pro- 
tected too, and that’s just the way the 
Chorus Equity Association looks at it.

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~ What We Saw in Ford’s Factory 


How Ford Makes Service Pay—The Source of 
Inspiration—The Human Side of The 
Ford Industries 


By FRED HIGH 


P wonder how many of our lyceum and 

chautauqua folk have ever visited Henry 

Ford’s automobile works at Detroit? 

What did you learn on your visit thru 
that great hive of industry? 

The Ford auto is the thing of least interest 
to one who has a seeing eye as he wanders 
down the streets of activity—each one as busy 
as a city thorofare. 

A couple of weeks ago the writer had the 
good fortune to be the guest of the Typothetae- 
Franklin Association of Detroit, and while in 
the city we were shown thru the Ford plant. 

Never having owned an automobile we are 
pot particularly interested in a Ford machine, 
but being a student of sociology and a mechanic 
we have always taken a keen interest in the 
human side of the Ford car, and, since Uncle 
Henry has so many ideas that are, to most peo- 
ple, unconventional, unworkable and border on 
the nutty line and cause him to put humanity 
above dollars and service above profit, we have 
long felt that Uncle Sam owes more to Henry 
Ford than he does to any other dozen living 
men that can be named. 


CARNEGIE AND FORD CONTRASTED 


EARS ago we worked for Andy Carnegie 

when he was busy grinding out dollars by 

working his men in unsanitary places and 
bousing many likewise. Andy busied himself 
giving away libraries for the idle class to use 
as lounging places and pipe organs for the mu- 
sicially inclined who periodically visited the tab- 
ernacles and talked im whispered tones lest 
they say something that might offend the tron 
king or his satellites. 

Carnegie gave away fortunes, but he never 
sacrificed a thing for humanity. The ideal 
that it is more blessed to give than to receive 
had but one appeal to Carnegie. He failed to 
eee that the reason is found in the fact that 
giving stultifies the ideals of the ones who re- 
ceive. 

With Henry Ford there seems to be that 
innate deeper sense of real greatness that goes 
beyond the joys of selfish satisfaction and sees 
the nobility of striving to avoid the need of 
Giving. 

THE SOURCE OF INSPIRATION 


F our lecturers would visit Ford’s factory end 
study the humanity that is being developed 
there they would gather some rea! material, 

and if vaudeville comedians would take a trip 
thru that great industrial city and study the so- 
cial side of the people who live and learn many 
of their ideals from Henry Ford they could then 
Well afford to throw away their line of cheap 
jokes and almanac puns and tap the rich foun- 
tains of human appeal that are always a part 
of real art and true greatness. They might be- 
come artists instead of parrots. 

We were fortunate in our trip thru the plant, 
@8 We were under the direction of a guide who 
had been since his youth a reader, patron and 
friend of The Biltboard. Our trip therefore 
Was like a family visit. 


A TRIP THRU THE FACTORY 


UR guide said: ‘“‘Mr. Ford’s ambition is ‘to 

make men,’ as against the simple making 

of machines and money, and thus assist the 
Progress of civilization in the building of higher 
Standards of righteousness and happiness for 
humanity.” 

Here are a few facts about Mr. Ford’s per- 
sonal life that are worth knowing: Henry Ford 
Was born July 30, 1863, of farmer parents, rep- 
Tesentatives of Michigan’s sturdy pioneers of 
three-quarters of a century ago. His early life 
Paralleled closely that of other farmer boys 
of that day, a round of daily chores, attend- 
ing the distant district school and the all-day’s 
Work in the fields in summer. One exception 
alone marked his boyhood. He had rigged up 
& shop containing a few tools of his own gath- 
ering, and there, during spare time, his passion 
for things mechanical held sway. At the age 
of 16 be left school and the Dearborn farm to 
become a machinist in Detroit, only a few 
miles away. 

‘Nights he did repairing in a watch and jew- 
elry shop. And for eight years Henry Ford 
followed this line, working in various shops, 
but always adding to bis fund of knowledge of 
—, and preparing himself for greater 

ske, 

During his twenty-fourth year his father of- 
fered him forty acres of timbered land pro- 
vided he returned to the farm. ie accepted 
the iand and accordingly returned, bringing with 


him his shop, which boasted many new tools. 
Immediately a sawmil) and portable engine were 
obtained and Henry became a lumber manu- 
facturer. The same year he happily married 
Clara J, Bryant, born and reared only a few 
miles from his father’s farm. The issue of 
this marriage was an only child, a son, Edsel 
Bryant Ford. 

He stayed on the farm two years, but again 
left for the city to become nightshift engineer 
in a lighting company at a salary of $45 a 
month, However, his general ability and genius 
in making impromptu repairs soon brought him 
entire charge and raised his salary to $125, 
which he earned for seven years with the same 


the Ford Mo- 
in June and 


The first car manufactured by 
tor Company was on the road 
sold tne early part of July, 1908. However, no 
sooner had ‘“‘production’’ begun in the Ford 
plant than Henry Ford began building racing 
ears, for in the early days of the industry 
practically every noteworthy automobile com- 
pany entered its cars in the races. 

The first Ford racer, piloted by Henry Ford 
himself, won race after race in all parts of 
the country. No entry list was considered 
complete until the Ford was in. With ‘‘99y"’ 
Henry Ford first broke the mile-a-minute rec- 
ord on an ice track at Baltimore Bay in 1904. 
The remarkable feats of Ford cars probably did 
as much to make known the name of Ford 
as any other circumstance. 


One incident, iMustrative of the mechanical 
genius of Mr. Ford, took place in 1906. The 
men in the factory were making the final ad- 
justment on a car he intended driving at the 
Ormond Beach races. At the time he was in 
New York, from where he intended to proceed 
direct to the Florida track. About nine o’clock 
one night he called the Detroit factory to listen 
to the motor in the new racer. After listening 
two or three minutes he gave a few instruc- 
tions and then ordered the car shipped. How- 
ever, after one of his drivers narrowly escaped

company. A small brick shed in the rear of 
his home was fitted into a workshop, and there 
Henry Ford—often working far into the morn- 
ing hours—devoted his spare time to creating 
his first gas car. It was—or is, for it still 
runs—a two-cylindered motor car with a speed 
of from twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 
A company was formed with Henry Ford as 
chief engineer, and a few cars were built. This 
connection not being satisfactory he withdrew 
in 1901 to begin buikling another car, which 
was completed in 1902. In 1908 the present 
Ford Motor Company was organized. Mr. Ford 
owned 25149 of the stock and held the posi- 
tion of vice-president and factory manager. The 
company was capitalized for $100,000, but no 
more than $28,000 in cash was ever paid into 
the treasury of the company. 
FORD HAD FAITH IN HIMSELF 


NRY FORD soon realized that his own 
Hix:: and policies, which were very clearly 

defined, could not be carried out unless 
he should be in free control. Accordingly, in 
1906 he purchased suthcrent stock to bring his 
holdings up to 51%, and a short time later, 
at seven to one, procured 74° more, making 
a total of 58%%. This arrangement continued 
until 1919 when Edsel Ford, who had succeeded 
his father as president, purchased the remain- 
ing 414% of the stock. The company was 
reorganized under the laws of Delaware for 
an authorized capitalization of $100,000,000, and 
this is the present arrangement. 


a serious accident Mr. Ford decided to discon- 
tinue entering Ford cars in the races. 

The growth of the Ford Motor Company has 
been progressive, continuous and at all times 
impelled by the personality of its founder. The 
present plant site contains 305 acres, of 
which 123 are under roof, and 55,000 and more 
employees work in this huge factory. 


IT’S A CITY IN ITSELF

to them the opportunity of sharing further in 


the earnings of the company thru the invest- 2 


ment of their future earnings. 


The spirit of co-operation which lies back 
of the purposes of the company is expressed 
in the opening paragraph of their announcement 
to the men in the following words: 


THE FORD POLICY 


“Within the last year Henry Ford and hie 
son, Edsel Ford, have acquired full and come 
plete ownership and control of this company. 
This end has been sought with the purpose in 
mind of so shaping the policy of the company 
that the men in its employ may participate 
to a greater extent than ever before in its 
prosperity. It is believed that simple economic 
justice demands that a greater portion of the 
earnings should go in part to the employees 
and in part toward enlarging the industry. 
This policy carried out will mean that more 
men will be given the opportunity to work with 
the company and to participate in its benefits, 
and thdt those employees who remain with the 
company will share increasingly in its earn- 
ings.”’ 

Mr. Ford believes that work is the one thing 
that can be given to men. He is endeavoring 
in all Ford industries to provide work under 


conditions which will enable every man to be- 
come self-reliant and independent. The av- 
erage man may work for years in the Ford fae- 
tories without need of having anything further 
done for him. He is doing things for himself 
thru the work which has been provided. Be- 
lieving that men who are overworked, under- 
paid, sacrificed to bad shop conditions, uncer- 


tain of their job, and slut off from personal 
contact or appeal to their employer are not 
getting a fair chance, Mr. Ford undertook to 
reverse these conditions, to provide a fair day’s 
work, just pay, good working conditions, se- 
curity of work, and a chance for every man 
to secure individual and persona? consideration. 
This is the Ford idea of welfare. 


The labor turnover tells what men think of 
any factory.

It has more than sufficed to show that as a comedian of appeal, unction, equipment, 
initiative and technical skill Francis Wilson makes most of the present generation of 
Mr. Wilson knows his business. He learned it in a school

lessee. The building will be outlined in elec- 
tric lights and the interior lighted profusely. 
The plans include a thirty<foot arch entrance 
on Twenty-third street and one of a similar 
size at the apex of the triangular shaped build- 
ing on the Twenty-second street end. 

A plan under advisement at present, if ful- 
Glled, will provide living quarters of an elaborate 
nature on the second floor, where eighteen two 
and three-room apartments will be located.

H, Middleton will be in charge. 

“It will in reality be a miniature Hagenbeck 
Zoo, similar in design to the famous German 
gardens that recently went out of existence,’’ 
eaid Mr, Mitebell, “‘We will make it an im- 

rovement, bowever, in many ways, over the 
lugenveck Zoo. Two acres of ground will 
be covered by our zoo, Altho I have not 
completed plans I can definitely state that 
there will be 14 lions, two tigers, seven leop- 
ards, four pumas, six bears, six kangaroos, be- 
sides ostriches and gnus. We will have the 
largest monkey cage in the country. It will hold 
300 monkeys. Besides the display, which will 
be free to visitors during the day, we will have 
five animal acts during the evening, when an 
admission will be charged. 

“As our grounds will be adjacent to the swim- 
ming pool, we will algo be enabled to have a 
fine display of fancy ducks, swans, crocodiles 
and sea lions. Altho our zoo will not be as large 
as Bronx Park Zoo I can safely say that we 
will have more animals of one kind than in any 
other zoo in the country. There will be in the 
neighborhood of $50,000 worth of animals, I 
wil] have an elephant or two, and there will 
also be some snakes of several kinds, These 
will be in charge of Mme. Marguerite, ‘Dutch’ 
Schwartz will be our lion man. George Scholz 
will have charge of the elepbants, I will not 

ut out any acts on the road this gpring, as I 

ve been doing, but, instead, will confine my 
attention to the business here, and the zoo,"’

Jackson, Miss., Jan, 13.—‘The best ever seen 
here’’ was the unanimous verdict of thousands 
of Jacksonians at the conclusion of an hour's 
program of aerial acrobatics by Madaris-Wil-

“The best I’ve ever seen’? was her 
opinion, too, and Miss Stire has seen | ape ag 
every one of the so-called dare-devils of the 


alr, 

Messrs. Willingham and Wells, with their 
advertising manager, H. A. Madaris, all of 
Kansas City, Mo., arrived in Jackson after 
successful exhibitions at Monroe, La., El Dora- 
do, Ark., and Texarkana, Ark., and other cities 
west of here. From the start they were re- 
ceived with acclaim. They were the guests 
at the Exchange Club, assisting a committee 
of that organization locate a permanent landing 
field here. They were kind enough -also to 
make pictures of the city from the air for the 
advertising committee of the Board of Trade. 

The repertoire of Willingham and Wells, both 
in the army air service during the war, is 
‘well-balanced, and no less an authority than 
Miss Stire could not find a single flaw. Mr. 
Wells does a series of breath-taking wing walk- 
ing stunts, standing on his head on top of the 
plane, standing without support, hanging from 
the landing gear, sitting and standing upon 
the turtle-back, besides wandering apparently 
with ease over both wings. He features the 
stunt of standing on a wing while the ship is 
made to do a tail spin and also the very dan- 
gerous feat of climbing hand over hand on a 
rope from the landing gear to the tail skid 
and return. He does a double-parachute drop 
from the speeding plane and negotiates the 
leap from an automobile to a plane witb skill. 

Lieut. Willingham, the pilot, is recogn 
as one of the country’s greatest, it is said. 
His sensational low flying has been the talk of 
the town during his stay. His ship equipped 
with a 150 horse-power Hispano-Suazi motor, Mr. 
Willingham often during an exhibiton touchee 
the wheels to the ground only to climb upward 
a moment later. His ‘‘contonr-chasing’’ provea 
one of the hits of the exhibition,

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OHIO FAIR BOYS 


Again Headed by M. Y. Cooper 


Uniform Concession Rate, 
Night Shows and Important 
Matters Considered at 
Annual! Meeting 


Columbus, O., Jan. 14.—At the annval meet- 
fag of the Obio Fair Boys, held bere on Jan- 
wary 12 and 13, a proposition was put over 
that will be of interest to every concession 
man in the business. The resolution unani- 
mously adopted provides that a uniform rate 
be adopted by every member of the organiza- 
tion and that the privileges accorded sball 
be of uniform nature. 

This, it was contended, will do away with 
the many troubles of both the fair men and the 
concessioner, from the fact that it will put 
@m end to the favoritism that bas been in 
Vogue for so long and make it possible for the 
concession man to lay his plan before the fairs 
open with the assurance that they will meet 
with the sepproval of every fair manager. The 
rates also will be uniform. 


While it is not thought that the plan will 
be worked out in time to have it operative 
for next fall the committee appointed, com- 
posed of Harry Hale, of Newark; R. 8S. Sweet. 
of Bowling Green, and J, W. Matheny of Noble 
County, was instructed to have the complete 
= Worked out to be put into operation in 


By @ unanimous vote of the organization 
Women are to be given @ more active part in 
the management and conduct of fairs. While 
they have always bad a certain place in the 
efairs of the fair boys this scope is to be 
widened to place them on a par with the men 
in the Management and operation of fairs. 

The crusade against all sorts of gambling, 
started two years ago, ig to be continued, and 
if possible more stringent laws @re to be asked 
of the present legislature to stamp out the last 
Toot and branch. 

After a glowing tribute by the Chairman of 
the Nominating Committee had been paid to 
Myers Y. Cooper of Cincinnati, the president, 
he was re-elected by @ unanimous vote, and the 
scope of his autbority increased. Otber of- 
cers elected were R. Y. White, Zanesville, 
Gret vicepresident; J. R, Ross, Blanchester, 
@econd vice-president, and L. P. Wilson, Lon- 
Gon, treasurer. 


The office of secretary, which has been un- 
@lled since Thos. F. O'Mara removed from the 
State, was placed in the bends of the mana- 
ger of the Ohio State Fair, whoever he may 
De. At the present time E. V. Walborn holds 
@he position, but inasmuch as the new ad- 
ministration is expected to make a complete 
change in the personnel of the controlling of- 
cers of the Board of Agriculture a successor 
to Walborn will be announced soon; but the 
fair boys fee] that they have increased the 
eficiency of the organization by having the 
State Fair manager act as the secretary of 
their organization. 

Another matter that was given wide discus- 
¢@ion wae the quertion of night shows at the 
various fairs, and it was the consensus of 
Opinion that there should be a Universal adop- 
tion of some sort of night attraction in the 
Show line. It was pointed out by those who 
have experimented with it that it is a great 
attendance producer and adds in a general way 
to the interest taken in the various fairs. 

The meetings during the two-day sessions 

Were attended by the largest gathering thet 
bas yet met with the fair boys, Seventy- 
Seven fairs were represented in addition to 
Many concession men, exbibitors and people 
generally who are interested in fairs. Over two 
hundred were present at the banquet, served at 
the Desbler Hotel, entertainment being fur- 
nished by artists from the United Fairs Book. 
ng Association and the National Attractions 
©., of Cincinnati. One of the attractions fur- 
Rished by the latter company was Dan Dale's 
Jazz Band. 
The present legislature is to be asked to 
increase the allowance of the fair boards in 
the various counties, and a resolution was 
adopted instructing every fair board to in- 
sist that the county commissioners turn over to 
them the entire amount due them for the 
operation of the fair, for it was pointed out 
that in eome instances this has not been done 
fn the past.

ROCHESTER EXPOSITION 


Has Made Steady Growth in the Ten 
Years of Its Experience 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 14.—For the first time 
in the ten years’ history of the Rochester Ex- 
position and Horse Show the receipts for the 
year 1920 exceeded the hundred-thousand dol- 
lar mark. The total earnirgs for the fiscal year 
ending Gctober 31 were $108,257.76, the total 
expense $95,513:65, a net income of $12.694.11. 
The sum of $1,645.85 has been charged off 
for depreciation on equipment, leaving $11,048.26 
to be added to the surplus account. 

These figures were contained in the informal 
report presented to the executive committee of 
the association on January. 8 The members 
of the committee are the Mayor, who is honorary 


presijent; William W. Hibbard, the president; 
Norman Van Voorhis. chairman of the Horse 
Show Committee; Alderman Linden Steelsmitb 
and Roy C. Kates. 

In the early years of the exposition it was 
qustomary to turn over to the city all surplus 
profits, but in recent years the surplus has been 
retained in an effort to build up a protective 
fund of $30,000 to guard the directors against 
losses which might be sustained were the ex- 
position to run into a week of bad weather 
or suffer any setback, such as an epidemic. 

The association bas no capital stock and no 
etockholders, and its cash assets are actually 
the property of the City of Rochester. After 
this sinking fund of$50,000 has been established, 
furtber profits will be turned over to the city 
treasury or used for improvements at the park. 
All of the officers and directors give their serv- 
ices gratuitous!y, the only salaried official being 
the secretary-manager. The cash assets of the 
association are now $51,000. Upon recom- 
mendation of treasurer Charles H. Wiitsie, 
$35,000 will be invested in Liberty Bonds, the 
remainder being retainad as a revolving fund 
to pay current expenses in preparing for the 
1920 exposition. 

After the meeting Mayor Edgerton was 
highly elated at the prosperous condition of the 
Exposition Association. He is the father of the 
exposition, ani it is a satisfaction to him to 
reca)l that tem years ago, when he conceived 
the plan, it met wit opposition and consider- 
able criticism. 

“The exposition is now completing its tenth 
year,”’ said the Mayor, “‘and I think the results 
More than justify its organization. We have 
built up a great exposition and the people of 
Rochester have shown that they are enthusi- 
ostically for it.’’ 

Mr. Hibbard, who has been a director since 
the first year and, as its president for the 
last three years, bas been most active in bring- 
ing the exposition to its present stage, wee 
also enthusiastic in his comment on the good 
showing that bas been made. Edgar F. Ed-

Dickinson, Practically every one of the resign- 
ing directors voted for the bonus at the annual 
meeting in December. 

Rep. Charles Evans,*of Lipton, Lenawee 
County, ome of the resigning directors and 
spokesman for the minority members who bave 
resigned, declares that it would be useless to 
go before the Legislature, which is composed 
practically of farmers, and ask them to vote 
for the $75,000 appropriation tq aid in eupport 
of all fairs held in Micbigam in view of the 
£15,000 salary and $10,000 bonus voted to Mr. 
Dickinson. : <i o 

At the direct of President Heggerty, . 
retary Dickinson hes issued a call for a formal 
meeting of the directors to be held January 17, 
at which time besides discussing the resig- 
mations of the eight directors plans will be out- 
lined to combat the proposed State control of 
the State Fair as urged by Gov.

number of improvements. All roads in the 
grounds are to be crowned and oiled, and the 
macadam road will be extended.

Complains Against Fair Managers’ Stationery 


A prominent reader of The Billboard writes as follows: 

“Why is it that so many fairs have such a poor system in handling their corre- 
spondence and why do so many have their stationery printed without giving the officers’ 
names and addresses and often omitting the dates of their fair? 

“I find that a good many of the fair people will have a supply of stationery printed 
and use it for several seasons, that is the same supply, and no changes made with ref- 
erence to the officers or the dates of the fai 

“Any up-to-date fair manager should have a neat and well-gotten-up letterhead 
with envelopes to correspond, the names and local addresses of the different officers and 
directors printed thereon, and above all the dates of the fair. 

“Something locally should be printed on the stationery as to the location of the 
grounds and what railroad is the handiest to use to the town, how far from the business 
section of the town to the grounds, if city water is on the ground, if day and night 
current is on the ground and what is the capacity of the plant, what dimensions of the 
track, if paved walks and paved streets to the grounds, how many railroads and elec- 
tric lines in the town and if ‘track connections’ between all of them.”’ 


The writer goes on to state that many 


on the same sheet that the inquirer used, which is a very poor system and should not be 
resorted to by any fair manager or secretary. 

The Billboard reader urges that more attention be given to this particular and 
very important matter, and that as much local information be printed on the letter- 
heads of the various fairs as will benefit those who each year have business dealings 


with the fair people, 


“A letterhead without even the name of the town on it, but with a big, flashy 
line reading, ‘Brown County Fair,’ so the correspondent writes, ‘‘is just a sample of 
some fair stationery I have run on to of late.’’ 

“Let your letterhead show the name of all the fairs in your circuit,” is another 
feature The Billboard reader brings up in his communication. 

The editors of The Billboard believe this to be good advice and hope it will bear 


good fruit.

Laugh and Think 


Anything that can make, this thoughtless old 
world think must have saathies: out of the 
ordinary about it. And if it can make the 
world happy at the same time it is doubly ex- 
traordinary. 

Rose O'Neill's ‘‘Kewpies’’ have done just 
that. Just how many millions of these de- 
lectable “dream dolls’ are, so to speak, run- 
ning around in the world there is no means of 
knowing, but they have traveled all over the 
world and have appeared in a variety of forms, 
carrying sunshine into the hearts of myriad 
children, 

Every concessioner is familiar with Kewpies, 
tens, probably hundreds, of thousands having 
been distributed from concession booths at 
fairs, parks, carnivals, circuses and other 
amusement centers. And, whether it is the 
little three-inch Kewpies or their big brothers, 
a foot tall, one and all are popular, 

And where does the thinking part come in? 
How do Kewpies make the world think? Well, 
they were utilized for this purpose most ex- 
tengively to bring the country to a realiza- 
tion of justice of woman suffrage. Their crea- 
tor, Rose O'Neill, is herself an ardent suffra- 
gist and in the “‘little people’’ she saw an ex- 
cellent opportunity to further the cause, and 
they were pressed into service. When Presi- 
dent Wilson announced that he favored the 
suffrage cause Kewpie postcards were issued 
bearing the legend, “Hooray! Wilson is for 
suffrage.”” Earlier than that they were used 
on postcards as bearers of the yellow banner 
bearing the inscription, ““Wotes for Women,” 
and in the later stages of the campaign they 
did yeoman ¢éervice. One of the most effective 
of the Kewpie suffrage propaganda campaigns 
was the baby poster showing a mother and child, 
above which were inscribed the words: ‘She 
prepares the child for the world—she must help 
prepare the world for the child.”” And tbe ar- 
gument bore good fruit, 

The Kewpie is a real dream child, whose 
origin ig as interesting as the Kewpie itself. 
“In a dream,’ Rose O’Neill explains, “‘a droll 
little creature came and perched on my hand. 
He looked like a Cupid, yet way different. In 
the morning I rose and made some drawings of 
him, And I called him Kewpie. Kewpie seems 
much funnier than Cupid. And Cupid gets peo- 
ple into trouble, while Kewpie keeps them 
out.” Thus was Kewpie born, and he has 
waxed exceedingly strong in the few years that 
have elapsed since his conception, England has 
put the Kewpies on handkerchiefs. France is 
making them of white rubber, and Belgium of 
red. In this country they decorate pillow tops, 
dishes, stationery and scores of other articles. 
They have over-run the country in legions—a 
yp welcome invasion—and they’re still march- 
ng on,

New York, Jan, 13.—James M, Benson, owner 
and manager of the James M, Benson Shows, 
believes the coming season’s success for show- 
Men depends largely on the attitude assumed 
by labor. “Labor is best situated financially 


and otherwise to help keep the country pros- - 


perous,”’ said Mr. Benson to a Billboard re- 
porter. ‘“‘The men have more money in the 
banks than they ever had before. If labor will 
accept reasonable cuts necessary so that the 
capital can break even I believe it will help 
more than anything else to stabilize conditions. 
There is no great surplus of goods. It is sim- 
ply a ‘buyers’ strike,’ so-called, which has 
caused this condition. But wages must be ad- 
justed to fit conditions. Crops are -the largest 
in the history of the country. We are the most 
prosperous nation today, and the vast amount 
of money invested during the war in improve- 
ments in manufacturing will help keep us 
on top. Now it depends on whether abor de- 
cides to take the bit in its teeth or will stand 
pat, whether we will have continued prosper- 
ity, in my opinion.” 

Mr, Benson operates along the Atlantic Coast 
and opens his season in Norfolk, Va., April 9. 
He closed last season December 1. He will add 
several new features to his 10-car show this 
season.

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TIPPING

“Tt all depends on whose ox is being gored." 


That's the way with tipping. The man 
(and occasionally the woman) who pays, talks 
about ‘‘the tipping evil.’ The servant who 


receives it is liable to refer to it by the more 
high-sounding title of *‘honorarium.”’ 

But the roller rink manager has to take the 
middle ground. He must appreciate the view- 
point of both the one who gives and the one 
who gets the tip. The manager there is 
arbiter in a delicate matter, 

From the point of view of the one who gives 
the tip, the donation is likely to result from 
a mixture of not wishing to seem “‘short’’ and 
an appreciation of special attention or service. 
The one who received the tip is liable to re- 
gard it as a due—and expect it as a matter of 
course from the patrons of the rink, 

The manager should endeavor to see that 
those who do not tip are given proper atten- 
tion and service, because the manager is in- 
terested in their continued patronage. If they 
are insulted or neglected so that they do, not 
return it is the rink that loses, 

To make sure that your employees do not 
become insistent for tips, the first thing for 
the manager to do is to make certain he is 
paying his employees a fair wage for their 
services. Do not give them the excuse for 
“holdup” methods by yourself compelling it 
thru inadequate pay. If you pay them properly 
you can impress on them that it is only for 
extra service they can expect tips, and this 
extra service not only does get them the tips, 
but gives your rink the reputation for service 
and increases your patronage. 

You must have the co-operation of all your 
employees in this, as well as in other matters. 
Nothing succeeds without it. Modern civiliza- 
tion is a very complex thing. Our pleasures, 
duties and all interests are so interwoven with 
those of our fellows that we have difficulty in 
telling where our duty etarts and the other 
fellow must take it up. There is no absolute 
line dividing our lives from the lives of those 
all around us, and even from those we «sever 
have seen. 

This applies with equal force to the relations 
of the writer and those who have been his 
readers. It will be his effort to co-operate 
at all times with the lovers of this healthful 
and fascinating pastime by giving and offering 
helpful suggestions in order to make and keep 
the sport clean and hold the business which is 
necessary to maintain roller rinks up to the 
highest possible standard. (This is the con- 
cluding article in this interesting series by 
Mr. Nall.—Editor.)

CIVIC BODIES ORGANIZE FOR REMEDYING PRESENT CONDITIONS 
MOVEMENT WILL BE UNDER DIRECTION OF M. P. T. 


January 11, 1921, will be memorable in the 
annals of the motion picture industry, for on 
that day, at the Plaza Hotel, New York City, 
serious and sincere men and women met and 
highly resolved to make war on al] motion pic- 
tures of a lewd, obseene, vulgar and morbid 
nature, and to fight the conditions which are 
responsible for the late increase of pictures of 
this type. 


OPPOSED TO CPNSORSHIP 


The meeting was attended by about 200 per- 
sons, women predominating. The following or- 
ganizations were represented: The Catholic Na- 
tional Welfare Council, the Federation of Jew- 
ish Women, the Protestant Protective League, 
the International Reform Union and the M. P. 
T. In the course of the meeting resolutions 
were adopted disapproving Federal censorship 
as a fallacious remedy for present conditions 
abd recommending in its place the formation 
of a national body of volunteers, recruited from 
all walks of life and absolutely free from pro- 
ducer influence. The organization will support 
iteelf by voluntary contributions from public- 
spirited men and women, who feel that they, 
like the rest of the public, are responsible for 
the type and quality of picture now on the 
screen. The whole new movement will be 
under the aegis of the M. P. T. The meeting 
was called to order by Mr. McMahon, represent- 
ing the National Catholic Welfare Council. 
Mr. McMahon made an extended statement of the 
aims and purposes of his organization. He said 
they had fully investigated the plans of the 
@. P. T. and its president, J. A. Quinn, and 
had given them their heartiest endorsement. 
The speaker occupied considerable time to as- 
gail certain types of pictures. Rev. Dr. Silver, 
the pastor of the Episcopal Church of the In- 
carnation, was the next speaker. He paid a 
glowing tribute to the picture as a factor for 
good, and expressed the hope that whatever 
reforms were deemed necessary would be car- 
Tied out with the aid of the better elements 
im the industry. Frank Bacon, of ‘‘Lightnin’,” 
explained he had left his bed to come to the 
meeting in response to the request of Myr. 
Quinn, to whom he gave full credit for his 
arduous and unselfish work. ie. EK 2. 
Smith, of the Protestant Protection League, 
and Rev, Dr. Watson, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man, also spoke, advocating constructive work. 
The following resolutions, as read by Dr, Wat- 
son, were adopted unanimously: 

Whereas, the motion picture has come to be 
the most potent influence upon the social life of 
the world, and 

Whereas, there is universal recognition of 
the Reed of reconstruction in the present-day 
business of motion pictures and of improve- 
ment in the product of the industry, and 
Whereas, there should be open to the people 
p avenue of frank and honest publicity, free 
pm political or other subsidy, relative to 
Bn ditions within the industry, but especially 
4s regards the quality and character of its 
screen productions, and 

Whereas, in lieu of Federal censorship, we 
believe that the plan for better pictures as 
advocated by the M. P, T. Association of 
the World represents a really constructive 
movement, which offers the most practical and 
effective means of co-operation between the 
industry and the public in bringing about the 
elimination of the admitted evils of the films 
and in rehabilitating the general business of 
the movies; be it therefore 

Resolved, that this meeting and the organi- 
zations represented herein, in accord with the 
numerous endorsements of the M. P. T., recog- 
nize the M. P. T. Association of the World as 
the logical organization to direct this great re- 
construction movement, and be it further 

Resolved, that the chairman of this meeting 
appoint a committee of five persons, said com- 
mittee to consist of one representative of the 


M. P. T. Association, one of the business of the 
theaters and one member from each of the 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish denominations, 
for the purpose of drafting a plan for oper- 
ating under the supervision of the M. P. T. 
Association a reviewing and information board 
or commission, said board or commission to be 
composed of capable representatives appointed 
and paid by nationally recognized religious, 
civic, welfare or ethical organizations, whose 
business it wonld be to view all current motion 
picture productions and disseminate information 
relative thereto, as wel] as other pertinent 
knowledge of the motion picture business, to 
their respective organizations and to the public 
generally for the guidance and protection cf 


while many other equally well-known players are 
seen in the supporting casts.

Subjects Mr. Hirsh is now realizing the series 
of fifteen two-reel Mary Pickford big little 
features. These have been booked for many of 
the largest and most prominent circuits and 
theaters and have created a great deal of favor- 
able comment because of Hirsh’s enterprise in 
making them available for presentation.

"FREAK BILL IN OKLAHOMA 


Oklahoma City, Ok., Jan. 12.—Hercafter 
thruout Oklaboma only word pictures can be 
painted and presented to the public of scenes 
purporting to be acts of any criminal reputa- 
tion or immoral character if a bill introduced 
in the Oklahoma Legislature becomes a law. 
The bill was drafted by E. C. McAdams and 
John Embry, both of Oklahoma City, as a com- 
mittee of the Oklahoma Bar Association. 

The bill prohibits the exhibition of a moving 
picture, “‘still” picture or any kind of photo- 
graphic representation, painting or drawing 
purporting to show the conduct of any person 
of a criminal reputation, such as a former con- 
vict, desperado, bandit, train robber, bank 
robber, murderer or outlaw. The bill will bar 
Pictures representing the actual crimes, escaping 
from the scene of the crime, and any court 
room scene showing the trial of any person or 
characters. 

Under the proposed statute it would be un- 
lawful to take such pictures, prepare them or 
manufacture them within the State under a 
penalty of a fine of $1,000 to $5,000, or a 
sentence of from one to five years in the 
penitentiary, or both. The punishment for ex- 
hibiting such pictures is the same. 

The dill also provides for the form of con- 
viction and punishment, authorizes confiscation 
of films and pictures thus made, probibite their 
transportation ‘from one place to another and 
ends with a clause stating that it shall be 
effective and be in full force immediately after 
its passage. 

The bill, if passed, will sound the deathknell 
of the hopes of those who would seek to exploit 
the life and actions of such persons as Clara 


Smith, Al Jennings, Henry Starr and other 
celebrities, 


SHORTEST SCENARIO ON RECORD 


The shortest scenario on record has recently 
been written by Charles Everard Whittaker 
(adapter of ‘‘Kismet’”’ and many other screen 
successes), under the name of “The Invisible 
Guest.’

Mr. Whittaker was invited 
by the Motion Picture Sub-Committee of Mr. 
Hoover’s Fund to write an origina) story draw- 
ing attention to the starving children in 
Europe.

The total 
length of the picture is less than 200 feet.

The opening reel is composed of very bald, 
licentious episodes in which sexual appetites 
Obsess the characters. The heroine acts 
arbitrarily, inasmuch as her gowning left nothing 
to the imagination, and her white nudity fair- 
ly shrieked for men to presume. When she 
condemns her father for hie loose morals one 
is inclined to smile at her bland hypocrisy. 
But suddenly the story takes a switch and an 
entirely different attitude is assumed by the 
scenarioist, who leaps from the demoralizing at- 
mosphere of the frst reel to permit the heroine 
to exist in luxurious hotel suites, tho now 
she is only a poor stenographer. She is loved 
by two young partners, James Randolph and 
Martin Blair. The mother of Jim is an invalid 
and bis marriage to beroine Blanche is delayed 
by her selfishness, Passion overcomes the man 
and Blenche is left to mourn his broken promise. 
He goes to New York, meets the financier father 
of Blanche and her younger sister, to whom 
he becomes engaged. Then Blair, who honestly 
loves Blanche, takes a hand and hurries her 
to New York, where she rejects a $10,000 
check, written by her father, to protect the 
younger daughter’s happiness. Sacrificing her 
own honor, the elder girl does not disclose her 
story to the little sister, and the marriage takes 
place with her secret intact. Then it is in- 
ferred that Jim and Blanche will marry at a 
future date. 

What lifts this film above the ordinary is the 
fine acting of the principals, which includes 
a truly excellent performance by Ralph Lewis, 
Emory Johnson, Roy Stewart and Claire Mc- 
Dowell. The last half of the picture held in 
tense suspense and tears were drawn by the 
pathetic appeal of the sacrificing heroine. The 
presentation was a large and expensive one with 
many social affairs, cabarets and a novel ar- 
rangement of a smart wedding. Capable direc- 
tion brought mary ticklish scenes out of chaos, 
making for unbroken continuity.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Extremely heavy advertising in the Hearst 
papers bas resulted in big crowds being drawn 
into the Criterion where the picture has been 
put on for an indefinite run. The picture is 
about 6,000 feet long, running about an hour 
and twenty minutes, It is based on a Winston 
Churebill novel. People who have read the 
novel and seen the picture say that the adapta- 
tion for the screen has not been a happy one, 
and when one looks at the faulty continuity and 
the poor acting it is quite easy to believe that 
the novel lost in its transit to the screen. The 
worst of these Winston Churchill productions 
is their mixture of intolerant and aggressive 
propaganda with gloom and depression. There is 
not the slightest relief from the succession of 
crimes and horrors, that Git across the screen 
@t frequent intervals. There is the sweet, in- 
nocent girl, engaged to be married to the 
“grand” son of the wicked, financial magnate. 
She has a rather careless girl chum, who has 
gone bad, and when the wicked magnate tells 
her sbe must leave town and forget every 
thought of marrying hia son, she remembers 
the careless girl chum and quickly loses her 
sweetness and innocence by associating with 
her, Then there is the protracted illness of a 
child, with all the good people constantly throng- 
ing around his bed and in view of the sign 
of the room, depriving him of fresh air; there 
are the hospital scenes, the lodging house 
scenes, with their repulsive types; the riots of a 
badly directed mob, which is driven to despair 
by the machinations of the rich hypocrite, there 
is the suicide and murder, the feasting of the 
rich and the sufferings of the poor. It is a 
wretched hodge-podge—all of it. ‘There is on 
the other hand the saintly daughter of the 
Maguate, who in the course of her settlement 
work falls in with the young rector of her 
father’s church, and marries him, after he has 
redeemed himself in her eyes by preaching a 
sermon against the methods of her father and 
his friends, It is of course easy, by exag- 
eerated advertising, to fill a theater in the heart 
of the city several times a day, when the seat- 
ing capacity is around seven hundred, No 
matter what the picture advertising will 
do that much. It is hard for the writer, how- 
ever, to believe that the sound test of the 
American people will accept this sort of Pic. 
ture. If a picture of this type can succeed it 
shows how far the decadence of public taste has 
advanced, and indicates that the complaint’s 
about decadence within the industry are only 
too well founded.

Love results from 
their meeting and tho the girl tries to ex- 
plain her situation Michael believes her pure 
and plans an early elopement. Then he dis- 
covers her true status and severely hurt he goes 
to a Mission presided over by his father’s friend, 
and by teaching the poor children hopes to 
forget his grief.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

There is very little dramatic action or sus- 
pense in this picture, which would be just an 
ordinary love story were it not for the tense 
scene when Greyson enters the apartment of 
his mistress and the hero learns the truth. 
But this situation is so similar to Eugene Wal- 
ter’s play, ‘“‘The Easiest Way,’* that the novelty 
is lacking in the screen version. Marrying 
the lady and killing off the villain is about the 
only difference following the anti-climax, which 


dropped perceptibly, the finale being tame io 
comparison, 

There is contrast in the scenes from the 
ocean swept shore of New England to a luxuri- 
ous suite in New York. The acting, too, 1s 
up to the accepted standard, the real sympathy 
going to the heroine, which role was cleverly 
enacted by Miss Cassity.

° THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 


Lady Kitty, convent bred, longs for freedom 
away from the conventions, her mind filled with 
the radical writings of Geoffrey Cliffe, a British 
radical and malcontent. She marries William 
Ashe, Secretary for Home Affairs. She incurs 
the hatred of Lady Lyster, who wanted Ashe 
herself, also makes a deadly enemy of Lady 
Tarbam, wom she cartoons in her book of 
sketches. This book Cliffe urges her to publish, 
saying she wonld be helping her husband to 
become Prime Minister. The book nearly causes 
his ruin; he resigns, but finds after their quarrel 
that Kitty has run away—presumably with 
Cliffe, After a fight at Cliffe’s rooms he dis- 
covers Lady Lyster instead of his wife, learning 
that Kitty had gone back to the convent. He 
follows and they become reconciled. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 


Changed from the original fiction we note 
that Kitty does not really elope with Cliffe 
nor does she die from consumption. The abrupt 
ending also is bewildering, for it does not ex- 
plain why Lady Lyster should sacrifice her- 
self for her enemy, Kitty. Likewise the incor- 
rect spelling in the letter and some directorial 
lapses are glaringly apparent. The picture 
has a deal of interesting sequences. There 
fs a balancing note of wit pitted against the 
yenom of the hypocrites of society that forms 
a clashing situation, which will greatly amuse 
a wellbred audience. But May Allison is a 
bit audacious :n her unconventional costume of 
Lady Godiva and scantily covered in her High- 
land costume. 

The presentation is a worthy one with a 
background of English homes, the canals of 
Venice and charming interiors that lend class 
to the production,

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Molly, daughter of reformed crook, believes 
in the teachings of Chang Lo, whose philosophy 
declares that only the straight and narrow path 
leads to happiness. Her father framed by a 
gang of crooks led by Black Mike, who hates 
her for no particular reason, she burns for re- 
venge against the law. She joins with Dapper 
Bill in a scheme to beat the fiend, Black Mike, 
at his own plans. She outwits the police and 
gets away with a bag of jewels, remaining 
hidden with Bill in an obscure apartment on the 
outskirts of the city. The gangsters search in 
vain for them, but a little boy living across 
the hall enters their hearts and lives, inciting 
a desire to go straight, marry and raise a 
family of their own, Molly decided to return 
the jewels thru the agency of Chang Lo, but 
Mike, discovering their retreat, demands the 
jewels. A terrific fight ensues between Bill 
and Mike, and the plain clothes man from 
headquarters arrives. By a ruse he is locked 
in with Mike, and the pair escape to Chang's. 
There her father, released from prison, greets 
her with murder in his heart against the gang. 
Learning that Mike is the guilty one, he swears 
to get him, but they are interrupted by Mike 
and his roughnecks, who destroy the building, 
shoot up several men when the police arrive to 
find Black Mike dead and Chang Lo has the 
jewel bag, which he returns to the police, thus 
freeing Molly and Bill, who agree with their 
friend that his preachings are wise and best. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 


This is a big picture, and no one can deny 
its tense hold on the emotions of the auditors. 
Nor can we pass lightly over the supreme efforts 
of the actors, each fitting his role in a flawless 
manner. Priscilla Dean has the appearance, 
verve and daring for the character of Molly, 
who finally succumbs to the touch of baby 
arms and learns the meaning of a pure love; she 
maintained her belligerent attitude thruout, and 
her softer moments also rang true. Wheeler 
Oakman as the vascillating Bill, met the dy- 
namic climaxes in the proper spirit, fighting 
like a demon when called upen. Lon Chaney 
doubled a Chinaman and a crook with equal 
facility, and a dear little kiddie, Stanley 
Goethals, played so naturally that he should be 
starred pronto! 

But why a story ef such disagreeable con- 
struction—of a theme fhat has no excuse for 
being? Instead of offering a cure for crooks it 
incites crime by its sanction. The brutality, the 
conflict ef fiendish natures instill insiduously 
and unconsciously the seeds of crime in the 


mind of the growing youth. There are many 
localities where this picture can not be ghown. 
It may please men who like the rough type, 
where excitement thrills the nerves. But deli- 
cate women and children should not be per- 
mitted to see it. 

While the treatment is excellent, the pre- 
sentation an expensive one, yet the story and 
all it conveys is it own worse enemy.

We expected a lot of comedy and an amusing 
ol4 maid in the Aunt Abrigal of the story, 
which history tells us was made famous by Neil 
Burgess on the dramatic stage years ago, but 
we are shown the same old mortgage on the 
farm idea, with a horse race as an exciting 
climax. 

There are many quaint characters, but none 
stand out distinctly, the love affairs of Sally and 
Joel monopolizing the greatér part of the first 
reels, with a bucolic atmosphere here as a back- 
ground. But the uproarious fun which Burgess 
is known to have extracted by playing an old 
spinster role in a farcical manner, was entirely 
missing in this production. The picture con- 
cerned itself with the efforts of the young peo- 
ple to pay off the mortgage, and for that rea- 
fon they enter Aunt Abbie’s horse, Cold Mo- 
lasses, to win the $3,000 stake at the County 
Fair. After attempts by the villains to spoil 
the horse's chances, and a crookedly won race 
by their entry, ‘‘Lightning,’’ they are disquali- 
Ged, and the race goes to the second horse, Cold 
Molasses. The victory results in marriage of 
the old and young couples. 

The best scenes and situations occur at the 
fair grounds, where a large number of people con- 
gregate, and a lot is made out of the jealousy 
of a couple little shavers, who seek to shine 
in the eyes of a pert little miss. Human nature 
is plentifully depicted in these scenes, tho there 
was little response from the, audience, only a 
laugh or two coming from the greased pig 
episode. 

Jaded New Yorkers did not appear particularly 
interested or anxious for the outcome of the 
Story.

MOTION PICTURE LAWS 


(Continued from last week) 
PENNSYLVANIA 
STANDARDS OF THE BOARD 


1. The Board will condemn pictures, and 
parts of pictures, dealing with ‘‘white slavery.’’ 
The procuration and prostitution in all forms 
of girls, and their confinement for immoral pur- 
poses, may not be shown upon the screen, and 
will be disapproved. Views of prostitutes and 
houses of ilifame will be disapproved. 

2. Pictures, and parts of pictures, which 
deal with the seduction of women, particularly 
the betrayal of young girls, and assaults upon 
women, with immoral intent, will be disap- 
proved. 

3. Prenatal and childbed scenes, and sub- 
titles describing them, will be disapproved. 

4. Pictures and parts of pictures dealing 
with the drug habit, e. g., the use of opium, 
morphine, cocaine, etc., will be disapproved. 
The traffic in ha>it-forming drugs is forbidden 
and visualized scenes of their use will be dis- 
approved. 

5. Scenes showing the modus operandi of 
criminals, which are suggestive and incite to 
evil action, such as murder, poisoning, house- 
breaking, safe-robbery, pocket-picking, the light- 
ing and throwing of bombs, the use of ether, 
chloroform, etc., to render men and women un- 
conscious, binding and gagging, will be disap- 
proved. 

6. Gruesome and unduly distressing ecenes 
will be disapproved. These include shooting, 
stabbing, profuse bleeding, prolonged views of 
men dying, and of corpses, lashing and whip- 
ping, and other torture scenes, hangings, lynch- 
ings, electrocutions, surgical operations, and 
views of persons in delirium or insane. 

7. Studio and other scenes, in which the hu- 
man form is shown in the nude, or the body is 
unduly exposed, will be disapproved. 

8. Pictures and parts of pictures dealing 
with abortion and malpractice will be disap- 
proved. These will include themes and incidents 
having to do with eugenics, “‘birth control,”’ 
“race suicide’’ and similar subjects. 

9. Stories or scenes holding up to ridicule 
and reproach races, classes or other social 
groups, as well as the irreverent and sacri- 
legious treatment of religious bodies or other 
things held to be sacred, will be disapproved. 
The materialization of the figure of Christ may 
be disapproved. 

10. Pictures which deal with counterfeiting 
will be disapproved. 

11. Scenes showing men and women living 
together without marriage, and in adultery, 
will be disapproved. Discussion of the question 
of the consummation of marriage, in pictures, 
will be disapproved. 

12. The brutal treatment of children and of 
animale may lead to the disapproval of the 
theme, or of incidents in film stories. 


13, The use of profane and objectionable 
language in subtitles will be disapproved. 

14. Objectionable titles, as well as subtitles 
of pictures, will be disapproved. 

15. Views of incendiarism, burning, wreck- 
ing and the destruction of property, which may 
put like action into the minds of those of evil 
instincts, or may degrade the morals of the 
young, will be disapproved. 

16. Gross and offensive drunkenness, espe- 
cially if women have a part in the scenes, will 
be disapproved. 

17. Pictures which deal at length with gun 
play, and the use of knives, and are set in the 
underworld, will be disapproved. When the 
whole theme is crime, unrelieved by other 
scenes, the film wil] be disapproved. Prolonged 
fighting scenes will be shortened, and brutel 
fights will be wholly disapproved. 

18. Vulgarities of a gross kind, such as often 
appear in slapstick and other screen comedies, 
will be disapproved. Comedy which burlesques 
Morgues, funerals, hospitals, insane asylums, 
the lying-in of women and houses of ill-fame 
will be disapproved. 

19. Sensual kissing and love-making scenes, 
men and women in bed together and indelicate 
sexual situations, whether in comedies or pic- 
tures of other classes, will be disapproved. 
Bathing scenes which pass the limits of pro- 
priety, lewd and immodest dancing, the need- 
less exhibition of women in their night dresses 
or underclothing, will be disapproved. 


20. Views of women smoking will not be 
disapproved as such, but when women are shown 
in suggestive positions, or their manner of 
emoking is suggestive or degrading, such scenes 
wll be disapproved. 

21. Pictures or parts of pictures which deal 
with venereal diseases of any kind will be dis- 
approved. 

22. That the theme or story of a picture is 
adapted from a publication, whether classical or 
not, or that portions of a picture follow paint- 
ings or other illustrations, is not a sufficient rea- 
son for the approval of a picture or portions of 
@ picture. 

23. Themes or incidents in picture etories, 
which are designed to inflame the mind to im- 
proper adventures, or to establish false stand- 
ards of conduct, coming under the foregoing 
classes, or of other kinds, will be disapproved. 
Pictures will be judged es a whole, with a view 
to their final total effect; those portraying evil 
in any form which may be easily remembered 
or emulated will be disappreved. 

24. Banners, posters or other advertising 
matter concerning motion pictures must follow 
the rules laid down for the pictures themselves. 
That which may not be used upon the ecreen 
must not be used to announce and direct public 
attention to the picture in the lobby, on the 
street, or in any other form.

ORGANIZATIONS” 


Crandall, of Washington, Thinks They 
\ Harm the Fiim Industry 


Berry Crandall, the well-known motion ;, 
ture man of Washington, I. C., want to start 
a crusade against the furnishing of shows to no: 
theatrical organizations, such as churches, clubs. 
etc, 

Mr, Crandall bas written a letter to the secr: 
tary of the National Awsoviation of the Motion 
Picture Industry setting forth his plans and 
reason. The letter speaks for itself:

Dear Mr. Elliott: 

One of the greatest menaces, as I see it, to 
the future of the motion picture industry, and 
a thing that is of far more importance to both 
producer and exhibitor than censorship or Sun- 
day closing, is the furnishing of shows to non- 
theatrical organizations, such as churches, clubs, 
ete. 

In the first place, many of these organizations 
pay no taxes, while the exhibitor has anywhere 
from ten to fourteen taxes to pay. In addition 
to this they can nearly command their congre- 
gations or members to attend their shows as 
against the picture theater, and even if they do 
a very moderate business, it has a tendency to 
cut down the business of the theater that may 
be in their territory, and may eventually put 
him out of business, 

The producer's first thought may be that he 
will benefit by this and let the exhibitor worry. 
In this, I assure you, he is wrong, for the 
reason that these accounts are usually furnished 
at a very moderate rental, and, if this con- 
tinues to occur, the exhibitors. will bave to have 
a reduction in their service that will more than 
offset any rentals paid by these montheatricals. 
Eventually the exhibitor may have to go out of 
business, but whether he does or not, you will 
find that these churches and other organizations 
will make so much money out of the picture 
business that they will decide to produce their 
own pictures, and this is where the manufac- 
turer will be burt, and, after all, why should 
churches and other organizations be supported 
off the motion picture industry any more than 
off anything else? 

It must be remembered that the motion pic- 
ture industry has been fought from al! angles 
for years by most everything. Despite this 
fact it is successful, and bas become one of 
the most popular forms of amusement in the 
world. Why should those who have fought us 
be allowed to come in now, after we have in- 
vested millions of dollars, and reap the harvest? 
I feel that the motion picture industry should 
be independent and stand on its own footing, 
and should discourage the encroachments of non- 
theatrical organizations, just the same as the 
legitimate show houses have done for years. 

I am sending this letter, in addition to your- 
self, to Sidney Cohen, also to many of the 
trade papers, in order to start some discussion 
on the thing, because it may be that I stand 
alone, or it may be that I am looking further 
in advance than some others, but I do feel that 
a lively debate on the matter will do no harm.

Is Showmen’s League Meeting 


Decision ited at Interest- 
ing Session To Hold Feb- 
ruary Dance During 
Fair Meeting 


Chicago, Jan. 15.—It was an unusually large 
attendsnce that joined in the regular meeting of 
the Showmen'’s League of America in the 
League rooms last night. Edward F. Car- 
ruthers, first vice-president, and candidate for 
president on the regular ticket, presided, in the 
absence of President Talbott. 

During the meeting it was decided to recon- 
sider a former action and hold a ball and buffet 
luncheon in February, during the meeting of the 
fair secretaries, the date to be announced thru 
The Billboard, This action was the result of 
repeated demands and requests on the part 
of out-of-town members that such a function 
be held where they may all get together. It 
was manifestly the sense of the meeting that 
the request of out-of-town members be met in 
the fullest degree, 

During the evening Thomas Johnson, attorney 
for the league, was called on for some remarks. 
Mr, Johnson made an excellent talk, practical 
and to the point, as is his custom. 

“This organization, in reality, has a wonder- 
ful future,’’ declared Mr. Johnson. “‘Your treas- 
uty shows a condition that is remarkable. 
Don't let that splendid official, Edward P. Neu- 
mann, ever leave the treasurer's office, if you 
have to tie him. No similer organization can 
boast of such a treasury. Thies league should 
own its own home.

JINGLES FROM THE JUNGLES 
By FRANK H. THOMPSON 


A few weeks back I gave you some “bull” 
about bulls (elephants). Here goes about the 
king of beasts, the lion. The most common 
and cheapest lions seen in this country are the 
yellow African and Indian animals. The 
highest-priced, largest and most majestic is 
the Nubian black-maned African cat animal 
that is now protected from big game hunters 
in Africa, as they are getting so scarce. 
Lions with the circus eat nothing but meat. 
They are fed but once a day and nothing on 
Sunday. But what I started to tell you about 
wes @ Nubian lion that died of a broken heart. 
About 1895 Col, George W. Hall, Sr., had a 
circus in Mexico. He had previously played 
all thru the United States and several other 
countries, having the reputation of being the 
orginiator of pop-corn balls in his early career 
when a candy butcher. He enjoyed the name 
of Pop-Corn George. In Mexico there was an 
uprising by the natives, a common thing down 
there. The late Pop-Corn George, who was on 
very good terms with President Diaz, was no- 
tified to bring his show into the center of the 
City of Mexico. Many troops were placed 
around the show to protect it. While the show 


was there a Nubian gave birth, to three cubs. 
Shortly after one died, as very few Nubians 
have ever been raised in a cage. One he kept 
and the other he gave to his son, George W. 
Hall, Jr., of Evansville, Wis., who had a 
show out in the North. This animal was one 
of the very finest and largest Nubians in this 
country. Cy Du Vry, who had charge of the 
animals at Lincoln Park, Chicago, had a fe- 
male Nubian. He looked all over the country 
to find the finest male mate that money would 
buy and purchased Mr. Hall’s pet at a fancy 
price when about 14 years old. Mr. Hall had 
always made a great pet of the lion. They 
were unusually attached to one another, but 
the animal was getting too heavy for a wagon 
show. In Chicago he was put in a cage with 
a female, but no offspring came, and the fe- 
male went blind. The poor male seemed to 
worry very much at the plight of its blind mate 
and when fed the male would never eat until 
the female had all she wanted. The keepers 
were very afraid of him. Cy Du Vry once went 
into the cage, and only the quick arrival of 
three streams of fire hose gave him the chance 
to escape. George W. Hall, Jr., went to Chi- 
cago to see his pet on a Sunday, with large 
crowds around. When he got one block from 
the front of the cage the lion stood on his 
hind legs up to the bars and roared. He had 
smelled his friend, whom he hadn’t seen for 
years. George worked his way thru the crowd 
to the front of the roaring beast. The at- 
tendant ordered George away, not knowing 
him, but George put his hand into the cage, 
and the lion licked it. George scratched his 
head and the cat was happy. 


The people were shocked as they watched 
George and bis old pet, and I suppose they 
thought of Daniel in the lion’s den. But 
George could not stay, and the keepers said 
that the lion roared continually for two days. 
Shortly after the blind female died. The male 
would not eat and lost flesh rapidly, and soon 
died of a broken heart. To those not posted 
will end by saying that the lion roars ag the 
sun comes up and as the sun goes down, even 
tho the animal is confined in a building.

THE FREAK SITUATION 


Owners of freak shows who have quite a sum of money invested in this line of 
business have become worried over the announcement published in many newspapers that 
the president of the American Association of Fairs and Expositions at the recent meeting 
ip Chicego had declared that freaks in the future will be banished from fairs. One let- 
ter received by The Billboard during the past week reads as follows: ‘‘Enclosed find 
clipping from a paper. Will you please let me know if that is true, or can you tell me 
where to write, as I have two very good freaks and about $5,000 tied up in the outfit?’ 
The clipping referred to was an editorial, headed ‘‘The Freaks Must Go,” and com- 
menting as follows: “The announcement by the president of the American Association 
of Fairs and Expositions that freaks in the future will be banished from fairs is meeting 
with widespread approval. Says this official: ‘Nothing now makes anyone wonder or 
exhibit dnterest in freaks; the public is merely disgusted.’ 

“There is a great deal of truth wrapped up in that frank statement. The wonder 
fg that it has taken the fair associations so long to wake.up. However, we should 
be happy that they finally are awake—and that the freaks are to go!” 

Another editorial notice before us is taken from The Elmira (N. Y.) Advertiser, 
Teading, in part, as follows: 

“Dime museum freaks have had their day and must exit from the show busizess. 
This is the verdict of the American Association of Fairs and Expositions, which declares 
exclusively for refined sketches, comedies and uplifting movies.’ 

“The dime museum freak has not lost its lure among the public. Nor have the 
showmen been converted to the uplift. The real situation which prompts the ban on 
freaks is that freaks yearly are becoming scarcer. Fewer births tend away from normalcy. 

“As a result the side-show is on its last pins. It has its enemies, but leaving aside 
its pathological and mental influence it certainly furnished a multitude of thrills for a 
generation now using hair restorer and leaning on canes.” 

There may be some truth in The Elmira Advertiser, but in The Billboard’s opinion 
the freak will be found with the circus, the carnival, etc., this year, as usual, in the 
museum surely, and even at many fairs. 

The Star, a London (England) publication, in its issue of November 30, regarding 

said: 


“Not for six years has there been such a demand for freaks as there is just now, 
and this Christmas will see side-shows for freaks and novelties in London. 

“©, ©. Bartram, who has spent over thirty years hunting for freaks, told a Star 
man an amusing story of his adventures, and the interest freaks create with the show- 

g public. 
~~, Bartram bas been ‘round the world four times in search of freaks, and has 
visited every Continental country. North and South America have seen him many times, 
and he has explored Russia and South Africa in the course of his career, which started 
in the Clark Street Dime Museum, Chicago, as a freak expert, in 1886. 

“My experience has told me that freaks are found in certain localities—what those 
localities are is my secret. 

““*The British public does not like repulsive freaks. Double-bodied men and women, 
euch as LaBirra and the Blazek Sisters, and armless and legless men and women are 
much more popular as side-shows on the Continent than in this country.’ 

“After midgets Mr, Bartram places fat men and women as the most popular at- 
tractions in England, followed by giants and giantesses and very thin persons, always 
described as ‘living skeletons.’ 

‘Hilda Flack, the fat girl of Epping, who is only 14 years old and weighs 118 stone, 
is one of Mr. Bartram’s discoveries. Mr. Bartram holds the view that in nearly every 
case freaks are happier showing than living concealed in their homes. 

“Freaks earn anything from five pounds to one hundred pounds a week.’’

(Continned from wage 45) 
other Detroit factories during 1918 reaching 600 
per cent. 

The feature of the Ford plan which received 
the widest attention in 1914 was the profit 
sharing, by which men were to receive a mini- 
mum of $5 in wages and profits for an eight- 
hour day. This minimum was raised to $6 on 
January 1, 1919. In both the amount of profits 
and in’ the absence of any production require- 
ment as a condition for receiving them Mr. 
Ford disclosed the faith in human nature and 
the desire to do justice that prompted his ac- 
tion. 

The average man does not need to be shown 
how to build homes, to save money or to im- 
prove living conditions. What he needs is a 
job where he can do these things for himself. 
The first group of two hundred men who went 
out to visit the homes in 1914, the forerunners 
of the present body of advisers, found a very 
diferent set of conditions in many homes 
from those existing today, Only sixty per cent 
of the working force at that time could be ap- 
proved at once as profit sharers. It was the 
duty of the educational department, which was 
called the sociological department in those 
days, to educate the remaining forty per cent, 
showing them what was necessary to become 
profit sharers, and giving needed encouragement 
and assistance. The purpose has been from the 
first to make it possible for every Ford man to 
recelve and to continue to receive profits. Dur- 
ing the last year there has not been more than 
one man in four thousand not receiving profits. 


A MATTER OF PERSONAL RELATIONSHIP 


M: FORD'S idea of a personal relationship 
and just dealing with his men is further 
in his doing away with the arbdi- 
trary discharge of men. Mr, Ford has an idea 
that he would rather make something of a man 
than discharge him. It is only for exceptional rea- 
eons and after full consideration that qa man 
ean be discharged. The average employer or 
Superintendent ‘shakes his head doubtfully over 
this and says it would not work in his factory. 
Foremen may send men whom they are unable 
to use to the employment office, but must state 
in detail their reasons for doing so. The em- 
Ployment office adjusts the differences, if pos- 
sible, or assigns men to other work. This 
Tecognition of the importance of the job and

not know where to go, or if he fails to secure 
what he considers the proper hearing or rem- 
edy, he may take his case up directly with the 
educational department. As the personal repre- 
sentative of Henry Ford and of the company 
the department is expected to see that all men 
are treated in accordance with the purpose and 
ideals of the company. It is the business of 
this department to give every man a chance to 
state his case and to see that no injustice goes 
unremedied. Its method is the simple one of 
getting direct personal knowledge of the facts. 
The square deal follows whenever the facts 
“are made known. 

This marked improvement in the material 
condition of the large majority of Ford men thru 
the usual opportunities of the job is one of 
the great achievements of the Ford plan. 


But it is the unusual things that the Ford 
Motor Company has done to restore to a useful 
place in indastry men who could neither get 
nor hold a job under ordinary industrial condi- 
tions that furnish most striking evidence of a 


new conception of the human and personal re- 
lationship in industry. 

Most men need only an opportunity. This 
the job offers to all Ford men. But men over- 
taken by illness and misfortune, burdened with 
worry and anxiety, submerged by debt and 
discouragement ueed something more than a 
job. The company not only set an ideal before 
such men, but undertook to help them reach it.
